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“ M ilitary Day” at Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, October 27tb.—To-day is 
styled “ military day” on the official pro­ 
gramme of the celebration, the principal feat* 
ure being a parade_ by the militia of this 
State, participated in by military organiza­ 
tions of neighboring cities.

and discuss with his surgeons th; propriety ol their 
methods and t c trutn of the results. It is not 
o ten ore can sec himscll as others see him. and 
isptcia’ly as Boston secs him, and, more than all, as 
Boston clergymen see him 1 am reduced to pulp, 
but, thank Heaven, not to ashes. When you Bug’ 
ges: a reply to these, 1 am sure you 
can {have no conception ol the subdued 
and enlightened Hate of my mind. I am bent on 
improvement. Lay ing aside all my old notions ol 
my beliefs and of my standing, I am carefully put­ 
ting together the real man that I am now taught I 
am. Wher. I get my- new personal identity to­ 
gether, and in working shai e, I intend to study 
theology some»here, though in my present confu­ 
sion I cannot yet ecc whether 1 shall study at 
Ando er or Boston. New Haven is nearer, but Dr. 
bmjthe has been settled there, and I fear the laxity 
ot doctrine in his neighborhood. Princeton is not 
far south of me, hut Dr. McCosh is a Christian 
evolutionist, and it would be folly, after what I have 
suffered, to come under the malarial influence of 
that phi'osopher. On the whole, I incline to study 
at l’ark atreet, but wherever 1 inay go 1 am de­ 
termined, before I die, to find a theology which will 
pass muster at Bangor, at Andover, at Cambridge, 
at New Haven, at Princeton, at A'leghany, at 
Oberlin, at Chicago and at Park street. Then I 
shall willingly die.

A R eproductive Comet.—The present 
comet in the eastern sky, which can be dis­ 
tinctly seen by every one in the early 
morning, is certainly the most remarkable 
one of all the modern comets. Professor 
Lewis Swif*, director of the Warner Ob­ 
servatory, Rochester, N. Y., states thst 
the comet grazed the sun so closely as to 
csuse great disturbance, so much so that it 
was divided into no less than eight separate 
parte, all of which can be distinctly seen 
by a good telescope. 
There is only one 
other instance on record where a comet has 
divided, that one bemg Biela's comet of 
1846, which separated into two parts. Ap­ 
plications have been made on H. H. W ar­ 
ner by parties w ho have noted these comet- 
ary offshoots, claiming the §200 prize for 
each of them.

WHO EUQQE8TED THE PACIFIC BAIL- 
BOAD. 
The common idea that Benton first eng. 
geeted a railroad across the continent to 
the Pacific was shown to be a fallacy by 
ex-Senator Armstrong at a recent meeting 
of the Historical Sjeiety in this city. As 
a matter of fact, the records prove that 
he opposed such a project, even after it 
had gone so far as the calling of a Con­ 
vention at St. Louis. It was arranged that 
Stephen A. Douglas should preside over 
said Convention, and Benton did all he 
could to embarrass the proceedings until 
it became evident that the Convention 
was going to recommend a line by the 
way of Albuquerque—sinco practically 
adopted by the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe road—when he suddenly changed 
his views and made a vigorous speech in 
favor of the South 1’ass route, which he 
argued to be the most natural and most 
feasible route, as demonstrated by the 
pathway of the buffalo, and by the ex­ 
plorations of Colonel Fremont. 
The credit of the first serious proposi­ 
tion for a railroad to the Pacific really be­ 
longs to Asa W hitney, a New York mer­ 
chant, whose name is rarely mentioned in 
connection with the matter. He was at 
one time worth about §700,000, but the 
great New York lire of 1S35 destroyed 
nearly all his possessions, and soon after­ 
wards he went to China as a supercargo, 
and then to England and other parts of 
Europe. Duritjg this journey he made a 
systematic study of the pnblem of trans­ 
portation and the commercial relations of 
the United States to China, India, the 
islands of the ocean and the various Euro­ 
pean countries ; and it was while returning 
home across the Atlantic that ho evolved 
the scheme of a great national railway from 
Lake Michigan to the Pacific, which he had 
convinced himself was the comprehensive 
expedient that would enable his country to 
avail itself of its manifest advantages, and 
secure a vast and enriching foreign trade, 
while at the same time developing its own 
resources and promoting the general wel­ 
fare. 
Sa profoundly was W hitney impressed 
by this far-reaching conception that he 
went promptly to work at giving it practi­ 
cal shape, spending both time and money 
in effort3 to justify his theory and enlist 
public sympathy with it. At his own ex­ 
pense he made a survey of some 700 miles 
of proposed route, crossing the Mississippi 
near Prairie du Chien and penetraiing a 
considerable distance westward, and also 
descending the Missouri in canoe, to study 
the topography of the country. Then he 
prepared a memorial to Congress, praying 
that a grant of land 60 miles ia width, 
from Lake Michigan to the Pacific, be made 
and the sate thereof authorized, through 
commissioners appointed by the President, 
to furnish the means for constructing a 
railroad through said territory on the lati­ 
tude of the South Pass. No bonds were 
asked for, and no guarantees of interest. 
The sale of the lands alone, it was urged, 
would meet the whole outlay, estimatod 
at §50,000,000, with probtbly §15,000,000 
more to operate the road until it should 
reach a self-sustaining basis. 
The memorial went on to show, by a 
strong array of figures and inferences, that 
the construction of such a road would 
bring to our doors the commerce of 700,­ 
000,000 people, worth at least §10,000,­ 
000 a year, otherwise out ot reach 
by reason of circuitous sea voyages 
and other 
natural 
hindrances. An 
argument, since grown familiar as the 
multiplication table—to the effect that the 
building of the road would attract immi­ 
gration and make a market for the lands— 
was dwelt npon at some length, with the 
added suggestion that the settlers could 
pay a full share of the price of their farms 
by working on the road. The other argu­ 
ment, and the one which finally insured a 
Pacific railroad, was also employed, to w it: 
the political importance of such a medium 
of communication between widely-sepa­ 
rated portions of the country. Tne trip 
from coast to coast, then requiring six 
months, could be shortened, as the memo­ 
rial pointed out, to eight days, as has since 
been verified. A cargo of tea from China, 
it proceeded, may then be delivered in any 
of our Atlantic cities in thirty days, and 
in London or Liverpool in less thsn forty- 
five days. And finally, Mr. W hitney in­ 
sisted, the road must revolutionize the en­ 
tire commerce of the world, placing us 
in the center of all nations, and be the 
means, morally, cf civilizing and Christian­ 
izing all mankind. 
In the light of things now accomplished,' 
Mr. 11 hitney s madness does not appear so 
very unmethodical; but we may be sure 
that when his memorial was read in the 
Senate—in 1S45, that was—the statesmen 
of the period listened with little other than 
an amused interest, with possibly a touch 
of pity for the dizzy enthusiast who soberly 
proposed an undertaking that must have 
been looked upon at that time about as we 
should now regard a proposition to buiid a 
railroad to the moon. We had then only 
20,000,000 inhabitants, and but 5,000 miles 
of railroad all told, not a mile of it west of 
the Alleghanics, and the telegraph was just 
coming into operation. The whole wheat 
and corn product of the country was not 
greater then than is now furnished by the 
two States of Missouri and Kansas, the one 
of which was then considered the jumpiDg- 
off place of civilization, and the other was 
not taken into account at all oxcept as an 
incumbrance and an obstacle. They cour­ 
teously referred Mr. W hitney’s memorial 
to the Committee on Publio Linds, how­ 
ever, of which Sydney Breese, of Illinois, 
was Chairman, and Tom Corwin and Jesse 
D. Bright were members ; and there it re­ 
mained. Poor W hitney besought action 
upon it until his means wero exhausted, 
and then gave np in despair. A friend of 
former days whom he had aided in similar 
extremity helped him to employment, and 
after a time he secured a small farm near 
what is now the Soldiers’ Home, in the 
neighborhood of Washington, where he 
died at last, in obscurity and forgotten of 
the world, an old man of 76 years.—[St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

At the present writing (8 p.m.) it 
looks doubtful if the town can be saved.

T ruckee, October 27th.—At 9:30 the fire 
is still raging, and but email hopes are enter­ 
tained of saving the business portion cf the 
town. The fire originated in the rear of the 
building occupied by Paul Menk as a brew­ 
ery, 
HOW IT WAS STARTED 
No one knows. Menk is often very drunk, 
and many think that he was in there asleep 
at the time it started, and that he set the fire 
by his carclessnoss. Others again openly 
charge that he set the tire in order to obtain 
theánsurance. Tho feeling here is very strong 
against him, and there has been talk of lynch­ 
ing him. The fire was first discovered by 
Mr3. Church, who saw the smoke coming out 
through the cracks of Monk's building, and 
gave the alarm. 
RAPID SPREAD OK THE KLAMES. 
It burned very rapidly, and in a few min­ 
utes the flimes enveloped the Sherritt House. 
A determined fight was made to step the fire 
at this point. Five largs streams cf water 
were playing on the building, but all of no 
avail. In a short time the roofs of the fire­ 
proof buildings of G. W. Harrison and 
Joseph Ridley were in flames, and from there 
soon spread to the Stevens building, in which 
was the Good Templars’ Hall, Porter’s saloon, 
Stevens’ tin shop, F. M. Schmidt’s tailor 
shop and Mrs. Colby’s dressmaking establish­ 
ment. The fire was stopped in its coarse 
down the street at Stevens’ corner. Im ­ 
mediately in the rear of this building 
the

Gray caugh-, and waB soon 
burned 
to the ground. The American Hotel was also 
io flames in a short time. The Odd I'ellowa’ 
hall is a total loss. The Odd Fellows, Knights 
of Pythias, Masonic Lodges and the Re- 
bekah?, have lost all the records and regalias 
of their respective Lodges. At the present 
lime a desperate stand is being made at Hurd’s 
Hall, but the fire is far from being under con­ 
trol.

ful enthusiasm, cramping and dwarfing to 
all his faculties. Children who daily* and 
hourly listen to such injunctions, who are 
checked in all their efforts and aspirations 
after what seems to them as glorious and 
worthy as seem to us our higher aims, feel 
like exclaiming in despair, “ W hat may we 
do ? ” and if we do not open to them ways 
of pleasant employment, we are guilty of 
exercising toward them real cruelty. 
Active children are generally healthy and 
intelligent. The disposition to incessant 
movement, noise, mischief or frolic, which 
is often so trying to weary mothers, is only 
the expenditure of a superabundant nerv­ 
ous force in the child, which, if rightly di­ 
rected, may in time make him a powerful 
agent for good in the world. 
But what is to be done ? We must have 
peace and quiet in the evening or we shall 
be unfitted for the duties of the morrow. 
Keep them happily employed for a little 
while and then send them to bed early, and 
so take your rest and recreation after they 
are asleep. 
Some p lace their bl¡9S in action, some in ease, 
Those call it pleasure and contentment these. 
Children certainly place their bliss in ac­ 
tion, and we who enjoy rest after labor 
must be patient with them. 
I know a mother who always has a little 
play or story-telliog or reacting with her 
children the hour before bedtime. 
On 
Sunday she and their father each devote 
part of the day in walking with them and 
reading to them in books suited to their en­ 
tertainment and improvement. 
I need 
hardly say they arc among the most intelli­ 
gent and promising children of my acquain­ 
tance. 
Give children something pleasant to do 
or think about, a block house to build, a 
puzzle to put together, paper to cut, bub­ 
bles to blow, a stick to whittle, a picture 
to paint, or to look at, a top to Bpin, dough 
to make into cakes to bake for themselves, 
a little broom to sweep the doorsteps, a 
wheelbarrow and a little shovel to dig 
sand, anything to keep them busy and 
happy, for a busy child is a happy child, a 
healthy child, and if you have rightly 
managed his employments, a good child. 
Let u J not repress any God-given facul­ 
ties, but endeavor to turn them into tuch 
good and healthful channels as will enable 
them to do best Bcrvice for God and hu­ 
manity. It i? not a waste of time for pa­ 
rents to stop their work long enough to pet 
a child, to tell him a story, or play a rol­ 
licking game. When parents take time 
from worldly thoughts and plans to culti­ 
vate a sympathetic friendship with their 
children, and each other, they are doing a 
good work, and sowing seed that will 
spring up and bring forth abundant fruit 
that will amply repay the effort, time, pa­ 
tience or self-sacrifice involved. 


TH 2 MOON AND THE WEATHER. 
No belief is more general than that the 
moon exercises an influence over the 
weather. People who declare that they 
are not tuperstitious in the smallest degree, 
believe that a change in the weather is all 
most certain to occnr with every change in 
the moon. Perhaps they inherited the be­ 
lief, but if they did not they acquired it 
in very early life and strengthened it 
through years of observation. Their ob­ 
servations were not very accurate, and 
their methods of recording them far from 
methodical. 
They believed that the 
weather changes with the moon, and when 
a sadden change did occur at the appear­ 
ance of a new, quarter, half or full moon 
they remembered it and sometimes noted 
it down. If the weather did not change 
at about the same time the 
moon 
did, they did not charge their mem­ 
ory with the failure. 
By means like 
these they became more strongly convinced 
of the influence of the moon on the 
weather. Other circumstances tended to 
confirm the belief. Every almanac displays 
the various phases of the moon with the 
time of the occurrence of each. These at 
least suggest that the event is of very con­ 
siderable consequence, for no notice would 
be takc-n of it if it was not of importance. 
Many think, without being informed of the 
fact, that the time of the moon’s changes 
are accurately given so that peop'c mav 
know when there is to be a change iu the 
weather. Farmers, whose crops are largely 
influenced by the weather, study the alma­ 
nac very diiijently, and often with a view 
of forecasting the weather. In fact, they 
often plan to commence a certain kind of 
work at a given time, or to put off certain 
labors on account of expected changes in 
the weather, which, they think, are condi­ 
tioned on changes cf the moon. 
Scientific men in different times and in 
various countries have attempted to over­ 
turn the popular and almost universal be­ 
lief that the moon influences the weather. 
They have been at the trouble of keeping 
an accurate account of the prevalence of 
winds, the fall of water, the degree of tem­ 
perature, and other phenomena, with a 
view of showing whether changes are more 
likely to occur at one time in the lunar 
month than at another. They have all 
come to the conclusion that no coincidence 
exists between the changes of the moon 
and those of the weather. At the meeting 
of the British Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science, this year. Sir William 
Thomron stated that "careful observation 
with the barometer, thermometer and ane­ 
mometer, at the time of new moon, full 
moon and haif moon, has failed to establish 
any relation whatever between the pha=es 
of the mcon and the weather,” and that 
“ if there is any dependence of the weather 
on the phases of the moon, it is only 
to a degree quite imperceptible 
to 
ordinary 
observation.” 
Still 
it 
is 
cuestionable 
if 
this 
announcement 
will in the least shake the faith of farmers 
and sailors, who, more thsn other classes of 
perrons, are directly interested in the 
weather, in their old ideas about the in­ 
fluence of the moon upon it. They will 
go through life not expecting to see a 
"drought broken” or the cessation of a 
continuous rain till the moon changes. 
Neither will their faith be changed in the 
favorable or unfavorable influence of the 
moon on certain crops planted at different 
times in the lunar month. They will con­ 
tinue to plant potatoes and other root crops 
"in the dark on the moon,” and to sow 
small grains “ in the light of the moon.” 
They will slaughter their bogs and their 
bullocks, if they are intended for home 
consumption, when the moon is on the in­ 
crease, so that “ the meat will not waste 
away in the frying-pan.” They will, how­ 
ever, lay up rail fence while the moon ia 
decreasing in size so as to prevent the rails 
from warping and from rotting out before 
their time. 
It may be said that no evil results from 
believing in a harmless superstition. Sach, 
however, is not always the case. 
Dr. 
Draper has shown that superstitious people 
are very likely to be conquered in war. 
They will not set out on a march or engrge 
in any hazardous undertaking nnless alt the 
signs and omens are favorable. If they 
place reliance in lucky and unlucky days 
they will accomplish less in a given time 
than people who regard all days as of 
equal value. If they rely on supernatural 
aid they will not use their best exertions. 
They will attribute victory or defeat to 
other than human and natural causes. If 
such are the effects of a belief iu supersti^ 
tions on a people engaged in war, similar 
unfavorable effects would be observed 
among people engaged in a peace­ 
ful pursuit like that of farming. The 
delay of two weeks in planting a crop 
would often result in failure. It is likely 
that the general belief in certain agricult­ 
ural superstitions has had much to do with 
rendering farming unprofitable. It íb gen­ 
erally very difficult to diicover the origin 
of a superstition, on account of its great 
antiquity. Superstitious beliefs are the 
oldest we inculcate. They are also among 
the first that are received in childhood. 
They are taught in the nursery long before 
we learn to read, and many years before 
we commence to study science. Such be­ 
liefs are very difficult to dispose of. Our 
judgment may* condemn them as follies, 
but they temaiu to influence our actions. 
Few persons are willing to acknowledge 
that they are superetitious, although they 
hold to beliefs having no foundation on 
carefully considered observations made by 
themselves or others. They hold to the doc­ 
trine that relations exist between certain 
things that cannot be explained with our 
present knowledge of science. 
EOT AKD COLD DRINKS. 


T h e H a b it o f A n ts .—Unlike bees, ants 
have two or three queens to a neat. There 
are three distinct classes—the imperfect 
females (the workers), the males, and the 
perfect females. Two ants working at a 
time are apparently sufficient to supply a 
nest of three or four hundred with iood. 
When Sir John Lubbock first noticed two 
working for a whole nest, he thought they 
might be individuals remarkably foud of 
work, so he removed them. Two others 
took their places in foraging ; and, as soon 
as these two were also removed, two others 
took their place.

A correspondent of Knowledge calls at­ 
tention to some of the disadvantages of hot 
drinkp. Cold drink?, he says, are natural 
to man, though most people nowadays are 
so uted to hot drinks that they do not feel 
satisfaction — really stimulation — unlets 
they have them. Hot diinks are injurious 
to the toDgue, for they deaden its sensation, 
and, after taking hot soup or driek, the 
tongue becomes quite numb, and unable to 
taste the fine flavors of a dish. The teeth 
are greatly injured by them, and many 
dentists say caries (decay) is due to them 
alone. They crack the enamel, and thu* 
allow caries to set in. When caries ht s 
once set ia, hot drinks are a common cause 
of neuralgic. 
Hot drinks are specially hurtful lo tho 
stomach. They cause irritation of the 
nerves cf the stomach, and consequent 
mild inflammation of that organ, so that 
after a hot drink the stomach is red and 
congested ; in time a debilitated condition 
is set up. A temperature of 100” Fahr. 
also destroys the active ferment of the 
gastric juice -pepsin—and so leads to in­ 
digestion. If the stomach is at all disord­ 
ered, hot drinks give rise to much griping 
pain, and iu many cases to vomiting. In 
cases of diarrtera, too, hot drinks only in­ 
crease it, while cold ones tend to lessen it. 
Ti.irat is not common in winter, unless 
sugary, salty or hot spiced foods have been 
taken. In cold weather the air contains 
more moisture than in hot, and in cold 
weather there is lesB perspiration. Hot 
drinks increase the volume of heat in the 
body, and if that is not required it is 
quickly got rid of by the skin. W ater is 
the best thirst-quencher, bat if simple 
food be taken the need of drinks will 
be 
small.

But pleasant drinks, like tea, coffee, etc., 
may be taken lukewarm for a time with 
little apparent damage. The least injurious 
is cocoa, made with plenty of milk, and al­ 
lowed to staDd until nearly cool. A good 
test is to apply the little finger to the 
drink, and if it be not hot to it, then it 
may safely lie taken.

blue, father or m other. 
H is connections 
are denoted by mixed colors, such as a 
pink 
head 
and 
skirt, w ith 
light-blue 
triangle on th e body, for sÍ3ter-in-law. 
A man 
can m arry his brother’s w id­ 
ow, 
and her children call him father 
even before th eir fath er’s death. 
H is eis- 
tcr’s children are only nephew s and nieces. 
His m other’s sister is alw ays called m other 
for the same reason, and even his p itern al 
grandfather’s brother’s son is his fatt er. 
Tncse, and m any other distinctions, show 
th a t the terms of relationship are far inoie 
numerous. 
A man may marry any woman 
belonging to another gens, w hether con­ 
nected w ith him or n o t; though marriage 
into his m other’s gens is also forbidden. 
A man cannit marry any woman to whom 
he is related by the ceremony of the calu­ 
met-dance. 
Sometimes a man m ay take 
the children ot his deceased brother w ith­ 
out tbeir m other herself.

T aey were about to pu t up my fairy ex- 
travagaczi of “ The Queen of the W ood­ 
land Giades ” at the Levity Theater. 
All 
the roles had been distributed, except th at 
of K estrel, the Castaw ay, iu the tableau of 
the birdies’ ball. 
As the kestrel is a small 
bird of the bsw k species, I was anxious to 
have it represented by a sm all woman, w ith 
an aquilina pretile, piercing ejes, and slen­ 
der, sinewy lower limbs ; in short, a woman 
who would realize the notion of a laird of 
prey. 
On the afternoon r-f th e first rehearsal 
the m anager took me by the arm, and ssid, 
as wc paced the boards. “ I imagine 1 have 
caught your kestrel. 
An unfoi túnate little 
woman came here a m onth ago to look for 
an engagement, and I sent her aw ay, as I 
feared she was too skinny. 
B ut she has 
superb per per», the proper noee, w ith a de­ 
sirable hook in it, a sym pathetic voice, and 
bronzo hair ; her leg, it is true, may be too 
like a retd for my taste ; but her foot tru st 
be ali there. 
G alib trt (th at was our reyis- 
seur) took her addrers on chance. 
Go and 
see her alter rehearsal, and if th a t’s your 
bird, I don’s m ind takm g her on for a 
tw elvem onth.” 
I sought out G .dibert, who gave me not 
only the name and address of the poor girl, 
bu t p k n ary powers to trea t w ith her. 
I 
m ight evon go so far a» to offer her fifty 
fiaiius a m onth—th at is to say, about 10 
shillings per week ! 
I t v. as a nasty day ; the snow fell softly 
in large fiakes, which m elted as they 
reached the floppy asphalt. 
There was a 
m oist cold in tho air whieh searched out 
the m arrow in m y bones ; so I took a voi- 
ture, and ordered th e coachman Io arive to 
Ru M u-.ieur ie lhince.

vibrate by a toothpick, he proceeded to give 
his opinions thus :

M. G arnier, to whom the kestrel had ap­ 
parently disclosed my plktonic profession 
oi love, made plain to me then why she had 
none but friends in the hotel. 
F or all of 
them she was an innocent being under the 
capital sentence—-a shadow, wnich m ight, 
from one m inute to another, fade from the 
floor—a leaf trem bling to its fall—a blade 
of corn under the reaper’s keen, inevitable 
sickle. 
B etw ixt her soft black eyes and 
their hot youihfulnees rose, like chiseled 
doom on a churchyard slab, the grim words, 
*• Aueuii3m of the aorta.” 
“ She is enamored of the stage,” con­ 
tinued G arnier, “ and th e thought th at 
she will have to give up her p art to another 
is fretting her soul out. 
T h at’s why I

the idea th a t she m ust and shall play 
K estrel. 
She ovcn’t go down to see tne 
posters, poor child, and I shall pass the 
w ard to our comrades. 
W hile she think» 
like th a t sho will die easy. 
Come, let us 
go up to her.” 
As we were on the sta ir­ 
case he whispered, “ W on’t poor G reat 
Green Guzzler be afflicted ?” 
\ \ hen wo entered the sick-room the 
bed-curtaius w ere draw n ; Mile. E va was 
asleep. 
N abal was s ’cpping about on tiptoe, and 
dusting the table aud shelves. 
Ciieap as th e furniture was, its cleanli­ 
ness was D utch. 
Camped on a perch stuck into the ritn of 
the looking-glass, Joliccear preened his 
wings. 
W hile M. G arnier len t an ear to the 
breathings of the patient through a slit in 
the curtaÍDS, I w ent over to Nabal, and 
said to hire iu a muffled voice, as I slipped 
into his palm the purse I had brought w ith 
me.

They were a t our ccstum er’s, sad I made 
up m y m ind to bring back to Eva the 
water-color, showing how she would look 
when m ade np as the Castaw ay ; much as 
one w ould bring a present of a new doll to 
a baby one wished to cheat from suffering. 
H ad not M. G arnier advised me to amuse 
her a trifle w ith the things of this w orld ef 
pasteboard and tinsel she loved so much ? 
When I returned W’ith my sketch, pasted 
on stiff Bristol board. Mile. Eva was wide 
awake and sipping a basin of broth. 
H er lips struck me as being rath er more 
of a violet tin t, and her eyes as more pro­ 
tuberant. 
My inspiration was lucky. 
The sight of 
her kestrei’s costume sent her into eeata- 
cies. 
She called her friend, the Great Green 
Guzzler, to her bedside, and said, as sho 
showed him the sketch : 
“ Look, Nabal I 
sbau’t I be prettily- 
dressed io the tableau of the ‘ Birdies’ 
B all?” ’ 
Almost snatching the sketch back from 
his hands, she proceeded to read aloud the 
notes penciled on the margin : 
“ Hoad-dress of feathers, descending to 
a point on ths back ; corsage of bright 
brown velvet, sloped on ths breast in form 
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of s * V ’ reversed ; petticoat much longer 
behind than before, and shaping into long 
wings crossed at their extremity ; nnder- 
petticost of yellowish-whita satin, to the 
knees, with zsbra bands of tawny-brown ; 
straw-colored silken hose, with hollines to 
match, and steel heels with sharp wings at 
each side, to imitate the talons of a bird of 
prey.” 
These steel-heeled and winged bottines 
particularly took her fancy, and she was so 
enchanted with herself in her costume as 
the kestrel that we had to pin up her like­ 
ness to the curtain of the bed.

A nd she shook over her head tw o p retty 
yellow satin bottines, whose heels of pol­ 
ished steel glistened and m ade a m erry 
tinkle, like mule-bells.

G arnier and I endeavored to draw the 
G reat Green Guzz er Im m his g irro t ; but 
ho was anchored iu his penurious retreat 
like an oyster on a rock, aud we had to 
give np the effort to rescue him . 
I t is 
alm ost an act of charity to-day to give 
him a few sous to sprnd on absinthe. 
I kept the sketch and the bottines of the 
k - s tr e l; and G arnier stuffrd and preserved 
as a souvenir, Jolica-ur, who Pad been 
found on th e m antelpiece ou his hack be­ 
hind a cup, his claws stiff, his beak open, 
his body cfld, on the day after the fu­ 
neral.—[Tinsley’s M agsz ne.

W e have given the 
book a careful and extended examination, 
and come from the task strongly impressed 
with its valne to the literature of the age. 
It proceeds upon the text th at a nation’e 
literature is the outcome of its whole life, 
and that it is to be considered in connection 
with the antecedente and environments which 
form the national genius. 
Professor W elsh 
argues th at the growth of a nation’s literature 
in kind and degre e is determined by four capi­ 
tal agencies—race, or hereditary dispositions ; 
surroundings, or physicel and social condi­ 
tions; epoch, or tbe spirit of the age; and 
person, ur reactionary and expressive force. 
A 
history of 
English literature 
there 
fore requires a description rf English Boil 
und climate, of English thought and English 
character, as taey exist when first the Eng­ 
lish people come upon the arena of history; 
of the growth of th at character and thought 
as they are colored by ths foreign infusions of 
C tlt, Roman, D in e and Norman, or im- 
presre l and fostered by the new ideal— 
Christianity. 
From this be logically reasons 
that one caunot understand the American 
mind who fails to appreciate its connection 
with history, ancient and modern. 
B ut this 
work is intended as an educational appliance, 
an 1 therefore it would not do to load it down 
wiih chronological details, nor a mere discus­ 
sion of causes. 
H a has not, therefore, pro­ 
ceeded on the theory that it ¡3 as im portant 
to know that a certain author wrote a certain 
work or passage, and that it contales a certain 
opinion, as to know why or how it ie—how 
the author, the book, the opinion are related 
to some dom inant idea or moral state, “ how 
this idea or state is shaped by natural bent 
or constraining force ; how from this primi­ 
tive bent and m illin g we may see in advance 
and half predict the character of human 
events and productions; how beneath the 
literary remains we can unearth tbe beating* 
of living hearts centuries ago.” H e believes 
that a history of English literature shonld 
note iu a catuolic spirit the practical lessons 
suggested by its theme. 
H is anxiety, be 
says, has been to producá not a brilliant but a 
useful book. T hat he has succeeded, we think 
no caudid mind will question. 
I t is a graphic 
and scholarly work, and in many respects a 
brilliant one, despite his disavowal. 
I t goes 
back to the pre-English ages, indicating the 
elements of the 1:1 relish nation, the con­ 
trolling qualities of English civilization, aad 
clearly showing to ihe student 
and the 
general reader the sources 
from which 
our speech and literature have been derived. 
The ¡¡lustrations of these topics are ample 
and the choice thereof good. 
American liter­ 
ature of the nineteenth century is diecuraed 
ia comparison, or rather in connection, with 
the literature of the same period in England. 
AU the pre-eminent au'hors are Uircuessd 
under classified heads—such as biography, 
writings, style, rank, character, inflieaee, 
etc. 
There is a comprehensive sketch of each 
period introduced to virw as ths chief feat­ 
ures distinguishing it, a* politics, religion, 
drams, poetry, the novel, history, ethics, etc. 
The bock, while it is critical and philo­ 
sophic»!, is cot so to an extent io Weary any 
reader; on ths contrary, the author has 
shown his skill iu m aintaining the interest by 
just enough cf address to the imagination. Y>’e 
consider it a valuable volume, and one that 
wiil fin d audjreep a high place among works 
of its class. 
Among the advents of holiday books of 
the year may be mentioned a new work by 
Rev. S. P. Lion, the author of a volume 
heretofore noticed as a coUection of the living 
thoughts of the thinkers of the world. 
In 
this instance the author has called his book 
“ Golden Gleams of Thought.” I t consists of 
a gieat mass of selections—a few fines only 
in each cast—from the writings and speeches 
of great men and women of the present and 
past ages. 
As a rule, there gatht rings have 
small literary value. 
A t the best, they but 
serve tbe purpose of texta for thought, but 
th at they iovne to much study we seriously 
doubt. 
I t is not to be denied that such books 
are received with a good deal of favor, for 
they constitute easy methods of etizing upon 
the ideas formulated by others, and eaablmg 
the lazy thinker to start upon a train of 
thought. 
Wo might compare them to crow­ 
bars when 
used to set ia motion stub­ 
bornly resisting wheels. 
They may have 
some value to thoie who need, ia ¡¡ucd-.m 
emergency, a quotation w ith which to grace 
oa essay or a «peech, a ad ia that sstss are 
literary “ ponies.” 
However, whatever their 
usefulness, let us give due credit to the com­ 
piler fur a tico tx tib itio n of perseverance in 
gathering such a mass of m atter from such 
varied sources. The volume is, by the way, 
a very handsome one, aud a c.-eoit to the 
publishers. 
A3 a holiday gift book it is in 
most attractive form. 
I t is published by

I t is 
possible th at such romances may have had 
their parallel iu fact in the early days of Cal­ 
ifornio, bnt we d iu b t it.

fact, and th at ia its saving grace. 
The thing 
th at is to he said in fav r of the tale is, that

It is true that the Republican party, in 
many States, is at present in a declining 
condition. But when the Democrats build 
hopes for themselves upon this decadence 
of their historic rival, they are deceiving 
themselves. The truth is that the Demo­ 
cratic party is also undergoingdiein tegration, 
and the shrewdest and clearest-sighted 
Democrats have already realised this fact. 
All the signs of the times indicate that the 
two old parties are oa the verge of the 
grave. The beliefs which once animated 
and inspired them have become meaning­ 
less. Their purposes have been either 
finally achieved or finally frustrated. The 
differences which formed the reasons of 
their existence have ceased to exist. Noth‘ 
ing over which they once fought eo fiercely ; 
nothing of those considerations which first 
consolidated the two organizations out of 
the remnants of older partieB ; remains in 
issue. All the -convictions and ideas of 
1800 have passed into final history. This 
accomplishment of the mission of the par­ 
ties ended several years ago, and since then 
they have been living, first upon the memo­ 
ries of the past, and, second, upon the 
discipline and machinery which loDg war 
fare had established. Whoever has traced 
the history of the great religions of the 
world knows that it is essentially identi­ 
cal in all cases. At first the creed is pure, 
and the church rests upon conviction. As it 
grows in power, however, the rules of con 
duct are less and less regarded. Ceremonial­ 
ism gradually takes theplace of simplefaith. 
Aud in due course it is found that the 
inner living heart of the religion has be 
como altogether obscured aud concealed by 
a thick husk of form and ritualism. Just 
to is it with political organizations. They 
begin with conviction ; they end with the 
“ machine." 
Between these extremes, however, eTery 
party must undergo a process of complete 
transformation and degradation. The Re­ 
publican party entered upon its career un 
der the brightest auspices. It represented 
the highest and noblest views, the most 
single-minded patriotism, the 
loftiest 
humanity, the wisest statesmanship, the 
soundest morality. It gathered under its 
banners all that was most intelligent, and 
progressive, and high-minded, and public- 
spirited, and prescient, and enthusiastic. 
No greater party ever assumed the control 
of a great nation. And it did its work well. 
It put to rest forever the heresy of seces­ 
sion. It raised the negro out of slavery, 
aud gave him equal rights before the law. 
It advanced the organic law to the full 
limit of the intelligence of the times. But 
it should have died when its work was 
done. As to the Democratic party, for 
twenty years it has represented little more 
than negation?. It has stood for little 
else than the sullen suspicion, resentment 
and hostility of the defeated agencies of 
evil and barbarism which the Republican 
party was called into being to clear from 
the national path. 
Yet its motives 
during the rebellion were less sordid and 
more intellectual than they have ever been 
since. From 1S05 onwards it has been 
masquerading in the most grotesque and 
ill-selected costumes, always depending 
for success upon its ability to make itself 
appear other than it reaily was. 
But of late the two parties have almost 
come together. The elements which gave 
to the Republican party all its glory of 
old have little by little withdrawn from 
the front. First they resigned the lead­ 
ership, because their work was finished. 
Then they retired further back because 
their successors adopted methods which 
did not please them. And they have been 
withdrawing year by year, aud the former 
rear of the party has been coming for­ 
ward, until now the original positions are 
reversed. 
The old camp-followers and 
bummers are in command, and the veter­ 
ans who made the party are halting in the 
rear, debating with themselves how much 
longer they can follow this degraded and 
demoralized array. There are no loDger 
any high principles, any public Bpirii, any 
burning issues. The two old organizations 
confront one another much as the mercen­ 
ary troops employed in Italy during the 
middle ages used to : having an agreement 
between themselves that the campaign 
Bhall be spun out as much as possible, and 
that there shall be very little real fighting. 
Nor is there any more dependence upon 
Republican enthusiasm. To-day it is the 
“ machine” that is relied upon, and the 
military chest is furnished by the black­ 
mail called “ voluntary contributions.’’ 
Meanwhile new questions are coming up 
which arc already exercising a disintegrat­ 
ing effect upon the old parties. The lead­ 
ers of the latter have not the skill to read 
the public mind. They think sharh issues 
will Eerve their turn, and they are using 
them. But there are real and serious 
issueB before the people, and since the old 
parties are afraid to deal with them, new 
parties will be formed for this purpose. 
And this is the meaning of the political 
decomposition now so manifestly proceed­ 
ing. In New York, in Pennsylvania, in 
Ohio, in Indiana, in Iowa, in California, 
this change has already progressed far. 
Popular confidence in the old parties is 
dead. Popular impatience at their coward­ 
ice and dishonesty has reached the point of 
new political creation. 
Great social and 
economic questions are coming to the front, 
and will not be put off. The inevitable 
battle between Free Trade and Frotection 
is clearly destined to be the most formida­ 
ble political movement in the United 
States. The Tariff Commission, which was 
appointed for no other purpose than to stave 
off reform agitation, has produced results 
which can only hasten such action. The 
great temperance question also looms up, 
and is operating as an active disturbing 
agent in the old parties. It cannot any 
longer be played with. It insiste upon 
serious treatment, and those who dally 
with it are lost. 
The old devices for obtaining support 
and assistance are failures. Neither Re­ 
publicans nor Democrats can rely upon 
the party-whip. The independent ele­ 
ments in the former party seem to have 
spread until they cover nearly the whole 
organization, and the ever-boasted loyalty 
of the Democratic rank-and-file has become 
a mere tradition. Corruption has fastened 
upon both the old parties, and therefore 
those who join them now are in daDger 
of perishing with them. The ambitions 
men whose lust of power so far outweighs 
their tegard for principle as to make them 
wiiliDg apologista and champions for these 
decrepit and decadent organizations, are 
putting upon themselves marks which will 
exclude them in the near future from the 
new parties already in the birth-process. 
And when these new parties come into 
existence we may be sure that one of them 
at least will reproduce ail the brightest 
and best attributes of the original Re­ 
publican party ; that it will represent tho 
reaction against the demagogism and 
communism, the mendacity, hypocrisy 
and malignity, the fraud and chicanery 
!>tv1 slander and calnmnv which have 


aoferistics of the old organizations. 
To that new party will be at­ 
tracted all the pure and patriotic and 
progressive elements which have been 
driven to the rear by the Republican 
“ machine,” and under its enthusiasm and 
intelligence the country will eater upon a 
fresh period of political and legislative ad­ 
vancement, and the abuses which have 
grown eo rankly of late years will be 
abolished. But in the first place the death 
of the old parties must take place, and 
from the present indications this will occur 
before the next Presidential election. 
PROTECTION AND WAGES. 
Professor Sumner, of Yale, read a paper 
beforothe Tariff Commission recently, show­ 
ing that Protection does not make wages 
high. This very clear and able exposition 
of a prevalent fallacy ought to be printed 
by tiie Free Trade League in such a form 
that it may be put in the hand of eveiy 
producer and workingman in the country, 
for it is a most seasonable and important 
argument. The Protectionists have relied 
mainly upon this pretense, for through it 
they secured the votes of the working 
classes. Without such a pretense they 
would have had little or no hold upon the 
masses, and when the fallacy of this is 
shown, as Professor Sumner has shown it, 
the effect must be very great. In the first 
place he pointed out that the argument of 
the Protectionists embraced an absurdity ; 
for they hold (1) that protective taxes make 
wages high, and (2) that high wages make 
protective taxes necessary. Now it is 
perfectly evident that these proposi­ 
tions are mutually destructive, but it 
is only necessary to deal with the 
first. Protective taxes, then, do not 
make wages high. Ou the contrary their 
tendency is to lower wages. As Professor 
Sumner put it, “ It is impossible to raise 
“ wages by opposing cheapness and abund- 
“ ance. The protective system lessens 
“ wealth and enhances the cost of all arti- 
“ cles of clothing, furniture, cooking, tools 
“ and machinery. How then can it in- 
“ crease wages or the average amount of 
“ those goods that can be obtained by 
“ each laborer?” Again he observed forc­ 
ibly that “ He who believed that the w»v 
“ to raise wages was to hinder people from 
“ getting things easily or cheaply, or to 
“ refrain from the moet profitable modes 
“ of obtaining goods, must believe that 
“ workmen raised wages when they stopped 
“ working and went on strikes, or lowered 
“ wages when they went to work again. 
Professor Sumner farther referred to the 
case of England, which is, of course, an 
utterly unmanageable case to the Protec­ 
tionists. In England wages are higher 
than anywhere else in Europe. And 
yet, under Free Trade, she is able to 
beat all her neighbors in manufactur­ 
ing. 
“ How could this be done,” 
asks the Professor, “ if the criterion of 
“ possible competition was the compara- 
“ tive rate of wages ? ” Again ho says : 
“ The nearest approach to pauper labor in 
“ Europe is in agricultural labor ; and yet 
“ American farmers, paying high wages 
“ and transportation, beat this pauper 
“ labor in their own markets.” Of course 
all these instances are hard and crooked 
sayings to the Protectionists, who have 
never put any intelligence to their posi 
tions, and who have always relied upon 
fallacies and false nretenses. The wages 
question, however, ought to be fully ex­ 
ploited by this time. Tho truth is that 
protective taxes do not raise but lower 
wages. Whenever wages are higher in the 
United States than in Europe the fact is 
due to the general resources of the coun­ 
try, to the fact that there is still a practi 
cally indefinite quantity of public land 
available, hut not at all to the imposition 
o? taxes whose only possible effect 
can be to diminish the purchasing 
power of the workingman’s wages. 
But wages, even when high here, 
would always be higher were it not for 
Protection. 
In fact, as Professor Sumner 
said, “ There is only one thing that could 
“ reduce American wages to European 
“ standards, and that was protective taxes 
“ appliedlong enough and with sufficient 
“ weight.” It will not be long until the 
American workingman will understand 
this. The American farmer already under­ 
stands it pretty clearly' in the great West, 
and he has given indications that he is not 
going to stand it much longer. When the 
Protectionists are driven from their old 
position on the wages question, they will 
retain no adequate defense of any kind, for 
it has already been demonstrated that 
the “ infancy of manufactures” argument 
has no force or validity. In fact the masses 
of the American people, who for so many 
years have been taxed to support a small 
number of privileged manufacturers, desire 
to have their turn at exemption. They 
begin to understand that no country can 
benefit itself by obstructing commerce, and 
that it is not the business of governments 
to interfere with the free play of natural 
economic forces. 
THE GREEDY RASCALS. 
It appears that the Philadelphia pub­ 
lishers are making a special fight, not 
merely to prevent the abolition of the 
present duty on books, but to secure an 
enormous increase in that shameful impost. 
With the usual whining pretense of Pro­ 
tectionists, they complain of “ the large 
“ duties which the book trade pays on raw 
“ material.” The said duties being in fact 
20 per cent, ad valorem on printing paper— 
or about two cents per pound. As the 
publishers pay nothing at all for the foreign 
books the reprinting of which constitutes 
the bulk of their business, Bince they steal 
those books, it might be thought that they 
could afford to stand the duty on raw ma­ 
terial. But they ask that the duty on 
books be increased from 25 per cent, ad 
valorem to 25 cents per pound. Tbe pres­ 
ent duty is about equal to four cents a 
pound on the greater part of the magazines, 
illustrated papers, pamphlets, etc., which 
form a very considerable portion of the 
regular importations, and therefore the 
Philadelphia sharks are coolly demanding 
an increase of duty from 25 to 150 per cent, 
on the cost price ; in other words, an in­ 
crease of over 500 per cent, over the pres­ 
ent rates. We trust that the effect of this 
example of shameless rapacity will be to 
make certain the abolition of the unjusti­ 
fiable duty on books. 


some consolation in th¡3 thought for poor 
people. They may solace themselves with 
the reflection that the lack of means which 
compels them to be content with moveable 
washing apparatus in their bed-rooms, 
also protects them from the deadly emana- 
t ons which the standing wash-basin in­ 
troduces to apartments. Dr. Hamilton is 
of opinion that in order to avoid this and 
other similar dangers, it will be necessary 
to put all the plumbing ia an annex, 
together with the water-closets, bath­ 
rooms and lavatories, and separate this por­ 
tion from the rest of the house. Certainly the 
sewers, though so necessary for the com­ 
fort and cleanliness of great cities, are 
dreadful cradles of disease, and as civiliza­ 
tion advances they seem to become more 
mischievous. No doubt one cause of this 
appearance is the rapid advance of medical 
and hygienic science, hut it is quite clear 
that our ancestors who lived simple and 
not too cleanly lives, were very much less 
pestered with malarial diseases than the 
present generation. 
A SHAMEFUL DEED. 


TEE DANGERS OF CIVIL1ZITION. 
A paper in the Popular Science Monthly 
on “ Sewer-Gas,” by Dr. Hamilton, leads 
to the conclusion that the better plumbed 
and the more conveniently arranged ft 
modern house is, the more dangerous is it 
to live in. 
This conclusion arises from 
medical opinions as to the impracticability 
of excluding sewer-gas from houses under 
any circumstances, and as to the inade- 
queccy of the most approved contrivances 
for that purpose. And it follows from 
these premises that houses which aro fur­ 
nished with standing wash-basins in the 
bed-rooms, connected with the sewers by 
waste-pipes, must be much more dangerous 
11 inhibit thin poorer and iees conveniently 


The crew of the ship Brookville, aban­ 
doned iu a sinking condition at sea, were 
brought to San Francisco by the Mexican 
steamer the other day. Tire mate kept a 
log of the events after leaving tho ship 
in the boats, and from it wc take the fol­ 
lowing passage, under date of September 
2Stb : “ At 1:20 a. M.—what joy for us 
“ all ’-—w-e sighted a steimer under our 
“ lee, about two miles off. Then we sent 
"up a rocket and a blue light, but she 
“ took no notice of us. Then wc kept up 
“ torches for awhile, and at last she pulled 
“ her lights down and ran away from us. 
“ Oh, what a disappointment; and who- 
“ ever ia master of the steamer, he must 
“ be very .inhuman.” The reader of the 
mate’s log will certainly concur in this ex­ 
pression. Imagine the situation of those 
poor seamen, after being many days at sea in 
an open boat, half-starved, bruised and stiff 
and sore and exhausted by hardships, thus 
deserted in their need by those whose duty 
it was to hasten to their relief. So flagrant 
an act of inhumanity as the master of that 
steamer perpetrated ought not to pass un­ 
punished. It must be possible to find out, 
by a careful comparison of dates and local­ 
ities, what steamer it was. Tae Captain 
of any vessel who 'refuses to rescue ship­ 
wrecked men at sea, is a detestable brute, 
who ought not to be intrusted with a ehip 
again as long as he lives. 
No real 
sailor would ever recognize or take the 
hand of such a mean wretch, and it 
is a safe inference that any man 
capable of thus deliberately abandoning 
his fellow-creatures to what, for all he 
knew, might be the horrors of death from 
thirst and famine, would also be capable 
of betraying the interests of his employ, 
ers. We think that this abominable deed 
ought not to be passed over, but that step's 
should be taken to find out who the inhu­ 
man Captain was, to the end that at least 
his name may be gibbeted for the con­ 
tempt and execration of all who hear of 
his brutality. Of course under the cir­ 
cumstances the master of the steamer can­ 
not pretend not to bave seen the boat. 
Rockets and blue lightn at sea make them­ 
selves seeu, and the fact that he pulled 
down his lights and Bneaked away iu the 
darkness proves a cold-blooded aud delib­ 
erate intention, as well as a thorough com­ 
prehension of the duty he war so basely 
anxious to escape the performance of. It 
is hardly too much to say that a master 
who would do such a thing as this would 
do murder, for such an abandonment 
might very easily have led to the deaths of 
all the shipwrecked men in the signaling 
boat. We hops that the people of the 
Brookville will take same pains to ascer­ 
tain the name of the scoundrel who de­ 
serted them in this abominable way. 
THE JURY BRIBERS, 
The report of special counsel Wells upon 
the alleged attempt to corrupt the jury in 
the star route trials at Washington, ap­ 
pears to confirm the previous suspicion 
that the whole affair was a plot conceived 
and executed in the interest of the defend­ 
ants. Its purpose was to throw tho coun­ 
try off the track of the thieves, by creating 
the impression that they were the victims 
of a Government conspiracy. Unfor­ 
tunately for all such plots it is necessary 
to employ in them men whose characters 
will not bear inspection. Only scoundrels 
can be made the agents of these schemers, 
and therefore when the tools are known it 
is always possible to gauge the affair cor­ 
rectly. In this case the attempt to con­ 
nect the Government with the attempt to 
bribe the ¿ury has failed signally, and the 
discredit of the transaction rests where it 
belong?, namely, with the defendants. 
The truth is that the conditions were at no 
time favorable to such a plot. It was 
not as if the Government had failed 
in its attempt to produce evidence 
of the defendants’ criminality. On the 
contrary, the proofs adduced at the trial 
were ample for conviction. The Govern­ 
ment therefore could not have had any 
reason to apprehend the acquittal of the 
defendants. Of course all such reasoning 
assumes some show of excuse for the theory 
of the defense that the Government is as 
bad as itself. Rut this assumption is not 
warranted. It cannot, in short, b9 granted 
that the Government had any sufficient 
motive for perpetrating a felony, nor can 
it be allowed that its character was such as 
to suggest a crime of that kind. On the 
other hand, the defendants may well be be­ 
lieved capable of a felony, seeing that they 
aro shown to have been engaged in sys­ 
tematic swindling. It is to be hoped that 
the failure and exposure of this audacious 
plot, however, will have a tendency to se­ 
cure their conviction on the next trial. 
A NICE QUESTION. 
General Stoneman appears to have exer­ 
cised a sound discretion in declining to 
make public speochee in Bupport of his can­ 
didature, if we may judge from the reports 
of hia fragmentary utterances on various 
occasions. It is evident that he has not 
the gift of oratory, and when that is the 
case it is always the part of wisdom for a 
candidate to take refuge in silence. In­ 
deed a nice question suggests itself in this 
connection ; namely, whether it is better 
for a candidate to speak untruths than to 
speak at all. We have already shown that 
General Stoneman no more represents truth 
than does his opponent. But the one has 
been traveling all aver the State making 
speeches which are even fnller of dema­ 
gogism and falsehood than the platform 
apon which he stands, while the other has 
at least refrained from adding anything 
personally to the moral obliquity of his 
canvass. Of course as the caie stands it is 
not a naked question as to whether it is 
better not to speak than to tell falsehoods ; 
for Stcneman represents falsehoods as much 
as Eitee, even if he does not personally 
utter them. But it would require a more 
than common skill in casuistry to prove 
that, even with this limitation, a man 
was culpable for not imitating tbe Estee 
methods. 
Mr. Estee, as we have been 
-i-’-'-'A f-* cbserrv. 
turned 
his 


back upon all the sound positions he 
held while a member of the Constitutional 
Convention, and has been for some time 
engaged in the singular task of demolish­ 
ing his own reputation for consistency and 
sound thinking. General Stoneman has at 
least avoided any such embarrassment as 
this by his silence, though he has shown 
that he ha9 ail the inclination to accept an 
election which would be the outcome of 
persistent demagogism. 
The question 
which of these two positions is the most 
discreditable is. as we bave endeavor'd to 
show, very difficult. But at all events a 
dispassionate analysis of the situation is 
calculated to convince the observer that 
there is no justification for tbe expression 
of dissatisfaction because one candidate is 
in a particular way a less pronounced and 
conspicuous demagogue than another. It 
might have been thought that one such ex­ 
ample as Mr. Estee’s candidacy affords 
would have satisfied the most greedy 
student of morbid phenomena. Surely 
the public have some reason to congratu­ 
late themselves on the silence of Stoneman, 
when they reflect upon what his speeches 
must have been had he spoken ? 


COAST DEFENSES. 
General Benet, Chief of Ordnance, U. S. 
Army, refers in his annual report to “ the 
“ pressing Deed for sea-coast armament 
“ constantly before us,” and thinks that we 
ought to “ take every advantage of our 
“ own resources to help provide for our 
"wants.” To this end he recommends 
the production of rifled guns of moderate 
power, of cast iron, and holds that, “ pro- 
“ vided the cast iron be suitably strength- 
“ ened with steel hoops, or better, with 
“ hoops on the exterior and steel tubes 
“ on the interior,” such ordnance will be 
serviceable. Why we should rest content 
with rifled guus of “ moderate power,” 
made of east iron, when all the rest of the 
world are making guns of steel, and of 
very much more than moderate power, we 
aro at a loss to understand, unless General 
Benot belongs to that peculiar school of 
political economy which maintains that we 
ought not to depend fur anything upon 
other countries, but should supply every­ 
thing we need ourselves. For it seems 
clear enough that if we arm our coast de­ 
fenses with guns which are not equal to 
the artillery of other powerB, they will 
fail us at our need. If, however, we are 
ever to have any coast defenses deserving 
of the name, it is certainly time they were 
begun. At present we have no maritime 
fortifications capable of excluding modern 
ironclads, and no guns which would not be 
siienced in ten minuteF, without being able 
to hit the enemy at all. Under the cir­ 
cumstances General Benet’s recommenda­ 
tion for cast iron guns eeeuis little less than 
preposterous, and we are almost surprised 
that he did not aiso propose the erection of 
canvas representations of forts, such as 
the Chinese employed to frighten the allied 
fleet with in the Peiha river some years 
ago.

TARRED WITH THE SAKS STICK. 
The Chronicle asserts that Stoneman 
sustained a “ defeat ” ia that he did not 
obtain indorsement by the Stockton Con­ 
vention. We should have thought that 
:n the light of its proceedings it could have 
mattered very little to anybody who did 
or did not secure tho approval of that 
futile body. 
But inasmuch as both the 
candidates fur Governor were eager as­ 
pirants for that doubtful honor, there is 
certainly no room for exultation over the 
defeat of one of them. 
Of course the 
Chronicle knows that a strong effort was 
¡nade on behalf of Estee to procure for him 
the same indorsement which General 
Stoneman is alleged to have sought. Estee 
himself may not have been in the neigh­ 
borhood, but his agents and “ workers” 
were there, and for days before the Con­ 
vention met they were making desperate 
efforts to arrange the matter for him. 
There is, in fact, absolutely no room for 
choice between the candidates in this mat­ 
ter. They both wanted the same thing ; 
they both tried to get it ; and they both 
failed. It is true that, as Mr. Toots was 
in the habit of remarking, “ It’s of no coa- 
“ sequence,” but nevertheless “ points” 
must be very scarce when the Chronicle 
thinks it necessary to take up such an 
insignificant incident, and ens in regard 
to which it is so apparent that “ honors 
“ are easy” as between the two demagogue 
candidates. 


ANARCHISTS IS FRANCS. 
Toe class of anarchists who are at pres­ 
ent creating disturbances in France appear 
to be closer akin to the Nihilists of Russia 
than to any of the familiar types of conti­ 
nental revolutionists. France has a repub­ 
lic, but these people are not satisfied with 
that form of government. Tuey are not 
satisfied with any form of government, in 
fact. What they want is complete and 
universal anarchy. They do not trouble 
themselves to look beyond that. They do 
not desire to reconstruct society or the 
state. Their purpose and ambition are 
simply destructive. If they could upset all 
government, all institutions, all the domes­ 
tic and social relations ; if they could make 
all rich men poor ; if they could destroy 
all property; if they could abolish all the 
restraints of morality; in fine, if they 
could turn the world upside down, they 
would be content. Tuey are not reform­ 
ers. They do not seek to put better things 
in the place of existing institutions. They 
merely wish to restore Chaos and Old 
Night. These amiable creatures have socie­ 
ties, lyeaum8, lecture courses, of their 
own. They believe in Louise Michel, who 
advocates a strike by all the women in the 
world simultaneously. It is difficult to 
analyze the semi-lunacy which they rep 
resent, but if we concluded that their creed 
is the result of too much International and. 
Rousseauism superimposed upon defective 
intelligence, we should perhaps not be very 
far from the truth. But crazy a3 they are, 
these anarchists may be dangerous, and the 
French Government may find it necessary 
to deal with them severely if they continue 
to display their present predilection for ex­ 
ploding bombs in crowded restaurants and 
thoroughfares. 


THE CURTIS CASE IN COURT. 


The case of General Curtis has been 
brought np in the United States Supreme 
Court. The counsel for the defendant 
undertook to argue to the Court that the 
law under which the conviction was had 
was unconstitutional, but his methods did 
not approve themselves to the Court, 
which, by the Chief Justice, intimated 
very plainly that he would have to select 
some other line of defense. The attempt 
to show that Congress has not the power 
to pass a law forbidding Federal employes 
to levy political assessments upon their 
subordinates, is indeed as impudent and 
superficial a piece of sophistry as has ever 
been presented to the Supreme Court. F'er 
it is perfectly clesr that the Government 
has and must bave a right to enact any 
measures necessary to protect its own 
interests : and that since the engaging in 


politics by its servants tends to reduce the 
value of their services to it, it is entitled 
to prohibit such action on their part. That 
it possesses the right to protect its em­ 
ployes against factional greed is as unde­ 
niable as its authority to take measures 
against any other form of blackmail. In 
short we shall be very much surprised if 
tbe Supreme Court does not unanimously 
confirm the validity of the law under 
which General Curtis was convicted, and 
thus help to pave the way towards the en­ 
forcement of civil service reform. 


FOE CHAKITY’3 SAK?. 


THE AUTHORS’ CARNIVAL AT SAN FRAN­ 
CISCO DESCRIBED. 


THE TWO FUNDS. 
Between the so-called Skirmishing Fund 
and the Land League Fund there seems to 
be a good deal of trouble abroad, though 
why the contributors to either should have 
waited until now to express their doubts 
as to the application of the money is in­ 
comprehensible. It would appear that so 
long a3 subscription lists are open these 
secret funds continue to command confi­ 
dence, but as soon as it is intimated that 
no more money is required everybody who 
has contributed begins to suspect that he 
has been swindled. The logic of this is 
difficult to understand, and the agitation 
of the subject seems the less useful when 
we reflect that in any event the money is 
irretrievably lost to the subscribers. Un­ 
der the circumstances one might think the 
most philosophical course would be to let 
the matter drop. 
Certainly discussion 
cannot change tho situation. Nobody as­ 
sumed any legal responsibility in either 
case. Whoever subscribed money did so 
with his eyes open. If he had not confl- 
denoe in the custodians of the fund he 
might just as well have pitched his money 
into the sea. If he had confidence in them 
he ought to retain it. But no doubt the 
charges and explanations will alternate 
until the parties g3t tired of quarreling, 
or until a new fund for somethtag else ia 
opened; when the contributions will at 
once begin to flow freely as formerly, and 
all caution and suspicion will disappear. 
THE SULTAN AND ARABI. 
It is announced that the Sultan has 
ordered the abandonment of the prosecu­ 
tion of Arabi. 
Considering the strong 
probability that his trial must reveal a 
close connection between him and the 
Porte during his rebellion, this would not 
be an unnatural step for the Saltan to 
take. 
He has much to apprehend from 
the developments of the trial. But such 
an order to the Khedire would also have its 
own embarrassments, for it would bring the 
Porte into collision with Eagland. If the 
Sultan is opposed to the prosecution of 
Arabi the corollary follows that he ia still 
in sympathy with Arabi's rebellion. Now 
Eagland certainly cannot submit to be re­ 
buked by the Saltan,'and it is therefore 
unlikely that she will permit the Khedive 
to abandon the prosecution, even if the 
Sultan does order it. Tiie Sultan has no 
real authority in Egypt, to begin with. If 
the Khedive leans upon England, as he 
must, he will have to obey English or­ 
ders. Consequently the Saltan cannot do 
more by taking such a course than con­ 
fess the fact that he has all along desired 
the success of Arabi’s revolt, and that he 
has been playing fa'.ss with his dear 
friends, the English. O.' course this would 
not be news, but its confirmation could 
not do the Sultan any good. 


BSEW3T3R AND GUITEAU. 
It seems to be concluded that Attorney. 
General Brewster’s opinion as to tho advis­ 
ability of respiting Guiteau has b.-en 
locked in .the recesses of his own breast 
until now. As we understand it this is a 
mistake. 
The opinion was presumably 
given to the President whan he aeked for 
it ; that is to say, while Guiteau was yet 
in a condition to be benefited by a respite. 
But it has not been thought necessary to 
publish it uutil now; and in fact we fail 
to perceive the necessity of publishing it 
at all. Of course if the Attoraey-Genorai 
had been asked by the President what he 
thought of the proposition to respite 
Guiteau, and had delayed answering until 
three months "after Guiteau had been 
hanged, there would be good ground for 
regarding him as an .escaped lunatic, and 
nobody has ever suspected Mr. Brewster 
of being deficient in intelligence. The 
only cause for surprise about the matter 
is that it should have been thought worth 
while to print the wholly uninteresting 
and unimportant piece of stale intelligence 
at this distance of timo from the execution 
of the assassin. 


A MAIN POINT. 
If the prosecution can connect Arabi 
directly with the Alexandria massacre it 
will undoubtedly go hard with him. Thus 
far the accounts are so conflicting that we 
cannot tell whether evidence to this effect 
has yet been obtainod. One report says 
that it has been, but another intimates that 
it may be impossible to connect anyone but 
Toulba Pasha with the massacre. 
The 
rational presumption, of course, ip, that 
Arabi expressly ordered it, or that he in­ 
directly consented to it. It is nioBt proba­ 
ble that ho commanded it ; but vet he 
may not have given aDy written order, in 
which case it wuuld bo difficult, if not im­ 
possible, to bring it home to him. But if 
it cur. be brought home to him, there would 
be little incentive to interfere for hia pro­ 
tection, on the part of any of the European 
powers, and the Egyptians in that case 
would probably be allowed to do as they 
p'easc with him. 


FRANCE AND TUNI3. 
By her treaty with Tunis France ao- 
poars to have practically aunexsd that 
country, taking over the charge of the 
Government, and making the Bey a retir­ 
ing allowance. Whether this conquest will 
bring France good or ill remains to be 
seen, but it is already clear that in one 
respect it must operate as a check upon 
her. -With this treaty fresh in the world’s 
eyes it will be impossible for her to oppose 
any serious objection to whatever Eagland 
may choose to do with Egypt. In fact 
France has exchanged Egypt for Tunis, 
and the probability is that it was anything 
but a wise transaction. Tunis, however, 
must stop her month as to Egypt, and so 
Mr. Gladstone will be relieved from one 
possible embarrassment in the near future. 


MAKING PROGRESS. 
The New York .Grand Jury has found 
indictments against three policemen for 
interfering with election matters. It is 
evident from this that the American char­ 
acter is not, as Herbert Spencer thinks, 
too prone to submit to small abuse». 
When a New York Grand Jury indicts 
New York policemen it is a proof that the 
people are still capable of resisting abuses 
and of defending their rights. It is for­ 
tunate, however, that this revolt againt 
the tyrant policeman has occurred, since 
the world was beginning to apprehend that 
New \ork had sunk into the lamentable 
condition which Freedom occupied at the 
moment when the subsequent proceedings 
interested Kosciusko no more. 


Description of the Principal Booths—The 
Characters Personated—Rich 
costum lcg—Etc.

S an F rancisco, October 2G, 1882. 
After all preparations were duly made 
there was a rehearsal of the large tableaux 
—those to be given on the grand stage—on 
Saturday evening. It was cold and forlorn, 
like most rehearsals, but a prictieed eye 
could get a hint of what might be made of 
the material. A great many unconsidered 
criticisms were made, which were promptly 
retracted on the opening night, and some 
confident prophecies of success which the 
event did not fulfill. It is the character­ 
istic of these Carnivals to begin with cold 
audiences and work up to a climax of 
enthusiasm. Oa Monday night, although 
the receipts at the door were near to $3,000, 
the audience was more curious than inter­ 
ested. Tuesday night was a little better. 
People began to understand more what 
they went out for to see, while Wednes­ 
day night was really like a Carnival, there 
was chatter and laughter and for the tiret 
time applause. 
What do you think they applauded 
most ? Among all the satin, velvet, bro­ 
cade and cashmere, the LouÍ3 XVI., the 
Early English, all the historical and roman­ 
tic costumes and posing, the dramatic 
scenes, tho grand transformations aud 
dancee, the delight of the audience was in 
THE TERRA-COTTA GROUPS. 
There is nothing so successful as success. 
Ali honor to the Terra Cotta booth for 
reaching the popular heart. It was a little 
enterprise gotten up at the last moment to 
take the place of some weak defection from 
the ranks, and shows what ready wit and 
able execution can accomplish. 
Pretty 
Mrs. Detrick and Mrs. Vermehr are the 
managers, and, indeed, creators of the 
booth, on behalf of the Old L idies’ Home. 
They found out some remarkable fabric of 
the proper reddish-brown shade for the 
garments of their figures, studied the proper 
pigments for the face and powder, for the 
hair, and each night the little clay men and 
women, as they Beem, attract all eyes in 
the grand march, and last night made a 
genuine sensation. Everybody was heard 
saying of the groups : “ We have that one 
at home ;” “Charlie has that in his office,” 
etc. They gave the three lads under the 
umbrella ; the two young girls measuring 
ts find out which is the taller ; the South­ 
ern woman compelled to take the oath ; 
the woman looking over the pillar at the 
child, and many more. 
Tae little booth 
from which the figures “ hail” is obscurely 
placed at th* far end of the western gallery, 
and had a hard struggle to procure the 
proper illumination for its first perform­ 
ances, but showed that the right material 
was there by its success as soon as it could 
command the right appliances. 
It seems as if there had always been a 
Carnival and always would be the year 
round, the curtains parting on the grand 
stage every twenty minutes and in the in­ 
tervals tableaux in the booths. It is so 
that the programmes are arranged. There 
are two engines for throwing 
ELECTRIC LIGHT 
Upon the stage aud the booths ia turn. 
The special booth manager having posed his 
figures, signals with his handkerchief to 
the man in charge of the electric light, who 
at once turns the vast reflector in that di­ 
rection. 
The favorite booths down stairs are the 
Pre Rophaelite, the L >uis XVI. and the 
Pond Lily. Toe twolast n -moil form one. 
Mrs. Buflandeau ia illustrating the court cf 
L mis XVI., aud J. J. Grand ville’s adapta­ 
tion of the old Greek legen 1 of the Lotus, 
by alternate tableaux, both in the booth 
and on the grand stage. Toe legend mer­ 
its a word of explanation: Sitan, the 
story goes, was permitted to evoke a wimua 
from a lotus and win her love if hs could. 
He is successful in bringing her into exist­ 
ence, but fails to subdue her aiiec.ion. She 
turn? to religion at once, and iu spite of 
all Mephisiopheles’ arts, becomes a nun. 
Tae opening tableau of the Carnival was 
fro n this legend, the incarnation of the 
Lotus by Satan’s spells. The lily was an 
ingenious piece of mechanism which, ua- 
iffie the generality of such things iu the 
bunds of amateurs, worked to a charm. 
Hi. desc nt of the young girl from among 
its petals was extremely graceful. 
THE PRE RAFHAELITE BOOTH 
Gave a beautiful representation of Ksnl- 
hach’s “ Annunciation” ¡art night. T«e 
pictures in this booth are charming, but 
just a little hard to understand. Tney are 
taken from poets and painters that the 
world at large, the work-all-day-and go to- 
the-theater at night world, does net know- 
much about. They admire, but nightly 
ask what Hamlet means. 
The favorite booths upstairs are the 
Dore, the Japanese, and the French booths, 
the latter three artistically run into one, or 
rather the Salle de Cor.c=rt and ths Victor 
Hugo booth connected by the more than 
popular “ Cale des Cnamps Elysees.” 
The 11-re booth Í3 giving pictures from 
the Djru Bible, with a great deal of atten- 
tioa to detail and appropriateness. M«ny 
of the participants are of the Jewish race, 
and sustain the characters of their own 
early history admirably. Jacl c»lling the 
Generals to look at the dead Snera was 
well posed last night, and Friday night 
Moses in the Bjlrnshes is promised. Tnis 
is a revival of a pet feature from the Garni, 
val of 1S80. 
YOUNG MOSES 
Is a fine, fat, five-month-old baby. The 
bulrushes are cat from some suburban 
creek, and genuine negroes stand waving 
peacocks’plumesoverthe Egyptian princess. 
The Japanese Tea-house, a9 it is called, 
is fitted up with matting, hand-painted 
with Japanese figures ; a huge paper urn- 
b olla is set up in the middle of the 
booth, small, brilliant electric lights ara 
available in every plsce, and behind bam­ 
boo railings are narrow little counters, 
where young American girls, costumed as 
Jupanes-, servo one with tea and sponge­ 
cake. There is an odd, roofed in stag.q 
where real Japanese play games, dance and 
act portions of plays. Tue resemblance of 
these people to the Ziuis is remarked by 
every one who saw Cushing’s exhibitions 
of his Indian friends. The dancing, the 
low, minor, monotonous chanting, the rat­ 
tling of sticks—ail Buggest some affinity 
between the Japanese and the North 
American Indiane. The Japanese actors 
whiten the bridge of the nose and the 
points of the checks with thick white 
paint when they come upon the stage. 
Their faces have not the stolidity of the 
Chinese ; their expression is humorous and 
satirical, like some of the old Egyptian 
images of deities. Their dress is of dark 
red and blue—the tights red, and a short, 
tightly-sashed tunic of blue. Their shoes 
arc short and flexible, like those worn by 
the clown in Christmas pantomimes. The 
Japanese actors are extremely agile, sinewy 
and slight; they seem to have gr.at com­ 
mand of their muscles, and to enjov strut­ 
ting upon the stage immensely. They use 
their tens gracefully, and a pretense of 
drinkiog tea together is of frequent occur­ 
rence in their pantomime. 
THE OTHER BOOTHS 
Are, on the face of it, young Americans 
representing historical and fictitious char­ 
a iters, dear but familiar. In the Japanese 
booth there ia nothing to remind the visitor 
that he is in California; it it outlandish in 
the primitive German meaning of the 
word ; eveu the peculiar, pungent olor oi 
a Japanese shop is present in the air. 
Coming out of the booth one feels like a 
traveled individual. It is an odd expert- 
cnee. 
The French booths in a different way 
produce the same effect. Their refresh­ 
ment booth, a hall so full of evergreens 
and garlands that it is like the French out- 
of-door gardens it is arranged to imitate, is 
between an open hall on whose stage some 
of the best talent in the city has been en­ 
gaged to sing, and the Victor Hugo booth, 
where scenes from the novels and plays are 
presented with a conscientiousness truly 


French. Thsir pride in coming up to the 
expectations their extensive preparations 
raised is intense; they are never tired, 
never indifferent. Their banner also is a 
well-executed portrait of Victor Hugo. 
The costumes of 
THE CHINESE BOOTH 
Made a great sensation. They were the 
magnificent wardrobe of a Chinese theatri- 
cil company detained in Hongkong on their 
way out to San Francisco, to opsn the new 
theater on Sacramento street. 
This de­ 
tention brought about the arrival of the 
wardrobe before the future wearers of it, 
so that the enterprising managers of the 
Chinese booth at the Carnival were able to 
secure a lease of the costumes for their 
forty-seven participants. Some idea of the 
richness of the dresses ia gained from the 
fact that they were insured for $30,000 
Very few people can ever have seen such 
singular stuffs into which are wrought 
small mirrors and “ property ” jewels. Tlie 
Derson to whom the csntumes were con­ 
signed also loaned the fitting np of the 
booth : carved ebony tables and stands for 
tea, and the characteristic aprons the Chi­ 
nese hang on their tables, in this instance 
a rich scarlet brocade stuff with embroidery 
and gold fringe. The tquare umbrellas, 
like large inverted red satin boxes, the in­ 
signia of the Emperor’s rank, were also se­ 
cured, and 
THE MARRIAGE OF ALADDIN, 
A tableau on the grand stage, where all 
the details of Chinese imperial ceremonial 
were as conscientiously carried out as they 
could have been on a Celestial stage, must 
have impressed any strangers who wit­ 
nessed it as “ well worth the price of ad­ 
mission,” as circus posters say. The white 
brocade costume of tho Grand Vizier, 
doubtless emblematic of his official incor­ 
ruptibility, lent a brightness to the masses 
of color which I once heard an artist call 
Venitian, whatever that may mean, and 
the head-dresses were marvels of grotesque 
richness. There are materials in this Gar- 
nival show for displays of every mood ami 
tense human beiogs are capable of ; fi r 
cynicism, envy, malice, ridicule, for gush­ 
ing Jenkinsism, for historical and poetical 
ravings and research, for intense physical 
excitement, and, not lea?t important, for a 
capital supper.

SAN FKANCISQO IIEMO. 
L. Me ore was arrested Thursday for cru­ 
elty to animals. The accused, who is the 
owner of an express wagon, was arrested 
while transporting a number of sheep, some 
bruised and some maimed, in his wagon, 
in a manner that showed he paid but little 
heed to the suffering of the animals. The 
sheep were piled one on top of the other in 
the wagon, and were unable to move. 
Karl Vogelreiter, who was arraigned 
Thursday ia the United States District 
Court on a charge of having maiied in the 
San Francisco Postoffice a postal card ad­ 
dressed to Madam Allwiene Heittmann, on 
which was written an indecent statement, 
pleaded guilty and was ordered to pay a 
fine of $100, or in default serve oat his 
time in the Alameda County Jail. 
On tho afternoon of the 1st of last -Sep­ 
tember George Laurens Rassmussen, three 
years and five months old, was discovered 
in the yard in the rear of his parents’ res­ 
idence bleeding from what was then sup­ 
posed to be a slight scalp wound. The 
child was treated by the parents, but he 
continued to grow worse, and several days 
after he received the injury a physician 
was called in, who, upon examination, dis­ 
covered a fracture of the skull, and gave 
it as his opinion that it had been caused 
by a spent ball. The chiid lingered until 
last Wednesday night, when he died of, 
as the autopsy revealed, intummation of 
ths spinal cord. 
The autopsy made by 
Police Surgeon Stambaurh, in the pres­ 
ence of three other physicians, failed to re­ 
veal any trace of a bullet. 
Night Inspector John Dawes, who was 
discharged by Port Surveyor Morton, for 
dereliction of duty on the night the smug­ 
gles on the Arabic were citcovered at their 
work, is an old man and an old Custom­ 
house employe. No charge of crimin?.lity 
is made against him, further than that of 
neglect. It is not improbable that one or 
more of the other inspectors will receive 
their demit. United States District At­ 
torney Torre says that {her . ia no evidence 
that the officers of the Arabic had any 
knowledge of the smuggling, and, there­ 
fore, no proceedings wili be taken against 
the vessel—at least on present information. 
A warrant has been placed in the hands of 
the United States Marshal, to i served 
upon any person or cra't, against whom 
any well founded suspicion may fall. 
The schooner Annie, Captain McCul­ 
loch commanding, twenty-one days from 
H moleta, brings an account i.{ a disaster 
to the schooner Ciaus Spreckels, bound 
from Humboldt to Cus umbo with a cargo 
of lumber. The Clans .Spreckels left Hum­ 
boldt August 27th. On S. temher 10th, 
when iu latitude 1(P 20', l>: gitnde 114 
50', ahs encountered a severe hurricane, 
which lasted sixteen hours, during which 
time the lumber which was on the deck 
was washed overboard. 
It amounted to 
about 50,000 fee'. Some of her sails were 
biown away. 
The chain-plates were 
wrenched off and the rudder was so bodly 
damaged that it was only partly available 
in steering into port. Sha put ¿uto Hono­ 
lulu October 4th, where her cargo was dis­ 
charged in order that she mmht bs re­ 
paired.

Eow it Foretells Storm s—Some Account of 
Its Interesting Work. 
The R ecord U nion recently referred, edi­ 
torially, to tho utility of the “ Signal Ser­ 
vice,” and commented upon tbe good it has 
accomplished. 
Not all are aware of tho de­ 
tails of the work of the Service. 
Sergeant 
Barwick, cf the service station at Sacra­ 
mento, says he has often beon called upon to 
explain the working of the Service, aad how 
it has come to be-recognized as a valuable aid, 
and these are the facts in brief as he gives 
them : 
I t is a well-known scientific and meteor­ 
ological feet th aisto r ns in the middle lati­ 
tudes of the northern 
hemisphere uavel 
in &d 
easterly direction, aad 
if

tainty when that storm will reach a certain 
point. 
The Signal Seivice. under the im 
mediate charge of G en.rol W. B. H azin as 
Chief Signal Officer, with his headquarters at 
W ashington, D. C., receives tri-daily, at 
• ight h nr inttrvals, telegraphic dispatches 
from the numerous Signal Service stations 
scattered through out the United States r.nd 
Canada. 
These dispatches give th 3 jr.s - 
sure, tem perature and humidity <I the at­ 
mosphere, the direction and velocity < f the 
wind, the state of the wc-sther and rainfall. 
These reports are charted on a - -ap tf N orth 
America, and at a glance of th at map there 
will he found tbe weather indices for the en­ 
tire U nited State? and British America at 
each tri-daily observation. 
A storm is there­ 
fore discovered in its iucipiency, and is fol­ 
lowed in it? entire course across trie conti­ 
nent, or until it is merged in the other storms, 
or lost by its own exhaustion. 
Along the coast of Like? Superior, Michi­ 
gan, Huron, Erie ar.d Ontario, are signal 
stations similar to the one in Sacram ento: 
also along the Atlantic coast aod t! e coast of 
the Guif of Mexico. 
The indications of ti e 
coming weather for 24 hours in advance is 
foretold at 7 A. M., 3 P. SI. and 11 P. St., W ash­ 
ington city mean time. If, in the judgment of 
theChief SignalOfficir, there is aat rm com­ 
ing from the northwest, in British America, > r 
from the s utheast, from the plains of Kansa 
and Nebraska, its time of approach to St. 
Lou's, -Chicago, Milwaukee, or D uluth, is 
definitely ascertained, and if the force cf the 
wind i? expected to reach 25 miles or m.>re 
per hour, a red flag, with a black canter, by 
day, and a red light by night,is ordered hoist­ 
ed at the signal s’.ati us it i? expected to first 
reach. 
Suppose they were Duluth, M ilwau­ 
kee ami Chicago, tigna’s wcnld be ordered up 
at least from 12 to 18 hours iu advance of tie 
storm at those points, and as the storm ad­ 
vanced, signals would be ordered up at other 
poi its, siy Grand ltipids, Alpena, Detroit, 
Toledo, Cleveland, etc., ordering signals up at 
each station in the track of the storm at b ast 
12 to 18 hours in advance, and ordered down 
when the storm p;s?es.

lakes, that a storm is approaching, and that 
they sV uld look well to their own instruments 
or should remain in port until signals are

and the consuitati in of the weather reports 
at each local Higual station, gives them good 
reason to telieve that the worst of the storm 
hss ptsied and they can safely venture cut. 
If heavy norihwest winds are expected then 
an additional signal, consisting cf a white 
flig with a black center, is hoisted above the 
red fhg with a black center by day, and a 
white light above a red light a t night.

Thus ship-masters 
engaged in the coast trade can tell, a? they 
pa-s iheHe sta'ions (which are along the beach 
of the A tlantic ocean), what weather is ex­ 
pected, giving them a chance to make tho 
nearest port or stand out to sea for more sea- 
rontn. 
Th? men of the Signal Service are instructed 
in the interna ional code of signals, s i it 
m atters not what nationality a ship may be­ 
long to, the captain of such can ask for assist­ 
ance if disabled, whether they speak Eogl sh 
or not, and if in di-treea the m atter is p.-ompdy 
reported to the Chief S’g ja l Officer at W ash­ 
ington, who informs the agent of the ship 
asking for assistance, which is prom ptly for­ 
warded from the nearest part, thereby prob­ 
ably saving the ship, ship’s crew and cargo 
W herever a wreck occurs on the A tlantic 
coast the man of the nearest- signal station 
immediately open3 a “ fl.iug ” telegraph a'.:-- 
tioc, and puts himself iairomediatecomu uni­ 
cation witn theChief Signal Officer, reporting 
to him ll e news of th > wreck, and what 
is being done to suee-sr tne same.

These tri daily indications are posted in the 
Chambers of Commerce, Boards of Trade, 
etc., in ev -ry citv, and also furnished by the 
Chief Signal Officer to the Associated Press, 
which sends them all over the United States. 
The indications published in the morning 
papers are those made from the 11 p. m. 
weather reports of the previous day, and 
those published iu the evening papers are 
made up from the weather reports received at 
7 A at. of the same day.

CHAJíGED D álL Y FOR MECHANICS STORE. 
S. H. Gerrieb, of this city, who has given 
much attention to arboriculture and flori­ 
culture, writes to say that those who have 
gardens should preserve their tender vegeta­ 
tion from frost by placing on the ground 
arouud them the leaves that are so wantonly 
destroyed by fire in the public streets every 
season. 
There are several reasons why these 
leaves should not be wasted. 
In the first 
place, they make a valuable manure when 
decayed—the veiy best for plants. 
In tbe 
second phce, they retain tbe natural heat of 
the earth, and prevent the rapid radiation of 
warmth during the cold nights. 
The cover­ 
ing of plants to protect them from frost 
serves only to retsiu wha: heat would radiate 
from the plant and the earth ; and when it is 
considered (according to experiments by Pro­ 
fessor Emmons) that the soil at a depth of 
nine inches is heated to within 10 degrees of 
the temperature cf the atmosphere during 
the day, it is obviou? that to better keep 
warmth and thus life is plants is to preserve 
the neat in the ground and near the most vital 
part, the roots. 
My experiment? show that 
a dressing of leaves one f >ot thick will retain 
all this heat, and, in conjunction with tee 
natural decay, produce a temperature near 
tho ground equal to 30 degrees above that of 
the air of our coldest Light?, which is am pi? 
protection, as even in our col lest winters sel­ 
dom does the thermometer show below 20 
degrees. 
It would seem that a few short 
stakes in the ground around a plm t to keep 
the leaves from the wind, and the leaves care­ 
fully placed around the plant, is s more pleas­ 
ing sight than barrels, boxes, old cloths and 
newspapers, with which some of our fiuest 
ga'dens are decorated during the cold season. 
But even these fail to save the plant life 
during the extreme cold, the protection is so 
very slight. 
I preserved a banana tree by 
simply placing a drecdug of leaves around it 
on the ground, and one of tho coldest nights 
last winter tie temperature at the surface of 
the ground beneath the leaves was 70 de­ 
grees. 
This plant, which is strictly tropical, 
is now with fruit. In France they understand 
this, aud forest leaves are used in cities, 
brought from the country for the purpose of 
protecting plants duriug winter. 
But in 
Sacramento, wnere they are to be had ready 
at baud, they are destroyed and valuable 
plants allowed to perish.

Society with U3, now returned from European summer touring: or fashion­ 
able country sojourning, and housed in the city, is already beginning to bestir 
itself for the w iater campaign of gaie'y and am usem ent; the insidious opera­ 
tions of the boy god during the last few months are being made evident by an 
occasional wedding ; an afternoon reception is now and then heard of—a dinner 
or an evening party—and, ia consequence, trade in the finer grades of drees 
goods is lively, and inantua makers and milliners are beginning to reap a valu­ 
able harvest. 
In saying th at we have never seen more elegant fabrics than 
those that bavs been brought cut thi3 season for reception and evening costumes, 
we shall be only repeating what we have b ’en induced to say for the iast several 
ssa-'n: s ; whils: wz ah .11 only utter th? tru ’h, as the advance aud improvement 
in design--, tbe colors employed and manufactured, have beau both un­ 
anticipated and unprecedented. 


In the silks and fancy woolen stuff? laid out on the counters and draping 
the columns which sustain the ceiiings of loooe of our large dry goods housep, 
we note reproductions ia texture, design and coi ning of the looms of almost 
every O riental country; and it is by no mean3 difficult to imagine oneself 
wandering amid the niazis of some Turkirh or P trriin bazaar, with the dress 
goods all around and peeping up through the dome, the multicolered confusion 
cf rich carpetings, rugs, wind»w drapsiies, and this and th at for house furnish­ 
ing. 
This will give our f ir readers of the Pacific coast to expect much 
th at is gorgeous in dresses intended for ceremonious toilets. 
Nor, iu the main, 
wheu the excess of the mode is rehearsed, with the m aterials employed, is it 
possible th at they can bs disappointed. 
Satins, velvets and plushes—plain, bro­ 
caded aud damascene 1—with robs dosigr-s wrought iu ficelle and tinseiry, all 
have part io rec-’otion and evening dress s, w ith embroideries and beadod pas­ 
sementeries as glowing in colors and as rich in effect as the fl owers and foliage 
of an E ast India jungle. 


But, as intimated, these gorgeous creations illustrate the excsss in which 
feahion induces the more extravagant of her votaries to ysdulge, rather than 
repreoenting the more subdued fancy and the more quiet taste of the maj ority 
of ladies. 


A? a rule, in the costume for full dress there i? a combination of materials, 
and, with the materials in vogue, the?? combinations m ust bo exceedingly rich 
and effective; though for the younger ladies of the ton, costumes made up of n 
single m aterial are encouraged, robe-designing in self-color giving desired rich­ 
ness of effect ; or, it may, beaded pa??ementeria and some one of the novelty 
laces serving ae trimming. 
And, as a ru b , for matrons, the costume for full 
drees is made with a trained skirt, th? train being of moderate depth and more 
frequently rounded than square ; whilst an occasional 6quare train shows that 
the shape of the train may be according to taste or preference. 


Very elegant and stylish dresses, sent out from Paris, combining in con­ 
struction plain velvet, velvet brocaded, or embossed velvet, with plain satin, 
have the back of the dress of the plain velvet, cut in th? Princess style, 
draped slightly bouffant about the hips by plaits laid iu the seams, and running 
to n nr.rrnw, rounded train, from 68 to 75 inches deep, with t,ko front of the 
waist also of the plain velvet; if basque style, either pointed or cut rounded 
and slashed in turret blocks. 
The train doe3 not fl >w back and away from the 
front (or petticoat) in the accepted court fashioD, but is attached—properly 
sloped ap at tbe bottom—to side gores of the brocade, whilst these open on a 
tablier or front of plain satin laid in wide kilt plaiting ; and iu some models the 
plaited tablier is complemented by a deep-plaited vest—the sides cf tho waist, 
garnished with rercrs of the brocade, opening wide on the v est; tbe neck cut 
square or closing up to the throat. 
Other models show the tablier of the bro­ 
cade, with the back and th? side gore3 of th? plain velvet, and drapery of Otto­ 
man silk crossing the front in a diagonal scarf or forming a short curved apron, 
and running into a bouffant arrangement on tbe back. 
When this is the style 
which distinguishes tho make of the dress, the waist ia generally of bseque fash­ 
ion, forming a point in front and back and finished with a sagging puff gradually 
narrowing up on the sides ; or it is rounded, cut in blocks across the front, and 
finished with a large bow or other fanciful garniture on the back. 
The neck 
opens Bquare, in a deep point, or is closed up, as fancy or preference may sug­ 
gest ; and the sleeves are of the elbow style, or demi-long—ju3t covering the 
elbow. 
When robing material enters into evening dresses, it is usually em­ 
ployed in a manner to render the bordering the most effective—the tablier iu 
some cases bring of speoial design, with pieces for tho draperies, and for gar­ 
nishing tho waist and the Bleeves. 


Young ladies still wear tha short rovnd rkirt ia the evening dress ; and 
nuns’ veiling, crepeline and cashmere of light weight are still in demand for 
the purpose. 
One of the most beautiful models of recent appearance is of 
crepeline in cream white, th? skirt trimmed at the froDt with Bevera! plaitings, 
the front covered with sagging puff? over hanging flounces of embroidered 
gsuzj edged with Oriental lace, and overUid by a iace-edged, rounded apron of 
many folds running into fnll bouffvnt drapory on the bick; the waist is a 
rounded bseque, trimmed at tho bottom with a narrow lacc-edge flounce, and 
overlaid down the front with a shirred plastron, left to fall open at the bottom, 
and dfcged with lacs, and the sleeves are of elbow style. 
A t a recent stylish 
wedding tho bride's dress, of white satin, was mad? en princcue, the train nar­ 
row aud rounded, and the front veiled with flounces of dnchess poiat-lace. 
The 
bridesmaids’ dresses were of white cashmere, made with tho shortfcround skirt, 
the waist opening upon a vest of cardinal red velvet, fi»tt of red satin ribbon 
garnishing the skirt, and the bouquet de cartage of red carnations. 
Matrons now 
affect Btrong rich colors in full dress ; young ladies wear white and the pale 
colors.

To an 
outsider it would seem that the charities 
were about to reap a harvest, but the ex­ 
penses of such an undertaking is very 
great. 
Kent, $100 per n ig h t; gas, left to 
the im agination; certain provisions for 
costumes, another bill; music, so much 
more ; carpenters, scene painters, furnish­ 
ings, hangings, and so forth—till, when a 
balance is struck, if one-fourth of the re­ 
ceipts is clear, it will be as much as is 
hoped. 
Count in then the expenditure of 
brain, nerve aud m uscle; the aches to 
head, to hand, to back, and sometimes to 
heart ; the vexations, the little tempers, 
the harts, the bruised feelings—and you 
must wonder how the tkiug~ pays at all. 
For instance, take the vivacious little -Miss 
Lake of the pre-Raphaelite booth—enter­ 
prising, energetic, equal to exigency as any 
ordinary two women—see her sink into an 
attitude of despair ; 
hear her exclaim, 
“ Ob, sorrow ! what shall I do !” 
Behold 
her seize upon another idea ; witness her 
rally her victory over another discourage­ 
ment, and rt fleet that in these busy days 
of preparation she has gone through a 
hundred such trials. 
People whom you 
thought bright become stupid at such a 
time, and are tantalizing iu the extreme ; 
pretty faceB, ia ordinary, refuse to hold 
their own in extremes ; participants look 
upon rehearsal as a play affair, aud com­ 
plain when it is treated as a serious mat­ 
ter. And so the directors, worried, fretted, 
tortured, sink into attitudes of despair and 
exclaim, “ Oh, sorrow !” Can you wonder 
at it? 


BUT THE CHARITIES ARE POOR, 
They need money, their sick need medi­ 
cine, nurses, proper food, and winter ap­ 
proaches beside, when the sick poor apply 
in greater numbers. 
This is why it pays 
to hold a Carnival, though the balance at 
the end may be sm all; and this third 
Carnival seems a charity peur et simple. 
The urat was a gorgeous show iu which the 
rich took part as they patronize charity 
balls in New York, as the nobility attend 
charity fairs in England ; people who call 
themBelves exclusive took characters, and 
their fresh, young and beautiful daughters 
did the same. 
Iu costume aud in beauty 
one woman outvied another, and thus it 
camo to seem to some like a splendid 
vanity. 
The second, by contrast, seemed 
out of tone, dull, by the glitter of the first 
subdued, sober, not up in caste, tame, per­ 
haps ; yet I have no doubt it simply was 
all this because it came after the first. 
Now we are familiar w ith the subject of 
Carnivals, some of the vanity aud display 
has dropped out of it, and the third effort 
is made principally by a middle class, our 
plainly respectable folks, who have not 
lost sight of the charity they first had in 
view. 
The result is to be seen nightly. 
Every lady is properly clothed, no dress is 
TOO LOW AT THE NECK, 
Too high ia the sleeve, too short in the 
length; or, if so, I have not seen it. 
The costumes are picturesque and tasteful, 
a few of them rich and handsom e; but 
the 
latter 
are 
the exception. 
Many 
dresses are from the costumers’, being 
freshened and trimmed according to taste 
and requirem ent; tho rest could all of 
them 
easily have 
been made by the 
wearers, but it is quite enough that they 
are correct and pretty. 
The participants 
are not, as a rule, beautiful, being in 
great contrast to the Temple of Flora of 
the first year, which was a cluster of the 
W eliest, flower-like faces I ever beheld 
together. 
B ut the majority of these are 
young people, pleasant to the eye, and 
good to look a t ; they are piquant and 
courteous 
iu 
manner, 
and they 
are 
sprightly and attractive, as nearly every 
young person is. 
They all look pretty in 
the tableaux, for a bit of gauze acts &3 a 
beautitier always. 
Nevertheless there are 
some faces exceedingly pretty. 
For in­ 
stance, 
Venus, 
iu the Homer booth ; 
Juliet, in the Shakespeare booth; Spirit 
of the Pond Lily ; a court lady in white 
brocaded satiD, in the Louis XVI. booth ; 
Spirits of Night and Morning ; nearly all 
the ladies of the Dorc booth, and last, 
but not least, Mrs. Judab, in the booth 
dedicated to the old folks. 


TOO FEEBLE NOW 
To follow the grand march in all its wind­ 
ings, she waited at the foot of the great 
stage last night that the procession might 
not be incomplete as it came prominently 
before the andience, and leaning upon the 
arm of Mrs. Henry Gray as Lady Capulet, 
Bhe stepped in behind Komeo and Juliet in 
her favorite character as Nurse to the 
heroine. Ab Bhe thus ascended and crossed 
the stage, arrayed in a quaintly-made black 
velvet dress, with a lace cap and large lace 
collar, her kindly smile shone out above 
the crowd of faces upturned affectionately 
toward her, and I BaiJ to myself she was 
an old woman with wrinkles and gray hair, 
but her face waB the loveliest there. 
1 
should like to give au idea of the proces 
sion, if I could, as it trails its length slowly 
about the floor representing a fete of na­ 
tions. 
Shoulder to shoulder first come the 
police, and then in slow and stately dignity, 
the ladies richly dressed and with long 
trains, the managers of the enterprise. 
A 
score of drummers follow, heading the 
military, which is completed by cadets, and 
Uncle Sam, with Columbia ¿pon his arm 
steps after. 
The different booths follow in 
the order of their arrangement upon the 
floor, 
A long double file of 


DAIRY MAIDS 
Trips along, all in jaunty hats, Dolly Var- 
dens, Turkey red ekirtB and slippers. Some 
carry bundles of grain and sickles, some 
the pail and milking-stool. 
They are the 
occupants of the W arwick booth, and cele­ 
brate a festival given by the Duchess of 
W arwick upon her estates to hsr milk­ 
maids. 
The pipers in plaid and tartan, 
with the bagpipes under their arms, head 
the Scottish booth, Amy Robsart, other 
characters from Kenilworth, Scotch danc­ 
ers, etc., taking place in it. 
The youug 
ladies from the French booth are arrayed 
in the peasant costume of their country ; 
Alexander Dumas to the life comes after' 
followed by the people of his own creation. 
The Court of Louis XVI. is a fine display 
of costumes and coiffures, the King in his 
royal ermine and with his pages, preceding 
the lords and ladies. 
Tho actors in the 
Legend of the Pond Lily, being magicians, 
fairies and spiritB, are ganzy bespangled 
creatnres in wings and flowing garments, as 
are also the Nymphaea who preside at the 
soda fountain. 
The yonng ladies of the 
Bonbon acd Floral booth are attired in 
light and pretty costumes, and the people 
from the Terra Cotta booth wear clothing 
and color their faces and hands the shade 
of tho famous Rogers statuary, whose 
groups they give in tableaux. 
The Homer 
booth is an 


EXOEEDINC.LY ATTRACTIVE 
One in the line of march, the classical 
robes, the laurel wreaths and the severe 
coiffures se nsing beautiful in their sim­ 
plicity, beside the gorgcousness of some 
and the oddities o? others, notably the 
Chaucer and W ashington IrviDg Booths. 
The Chinese booth is the most splendid y 
dressed of auy, nothing equal to the cos­ 
tumes ever having been seen here on an 
occasion of tho kind. 
As the wearers 
ascend the g rin ! sta r. 


glisten along the tonics and trousers as 
though revealing beds of diamonds. These 
costumes are loaned by one of the Chinese 
theaters, and veritable Chinamen sit eaeh 
night in the booth on guard. 
One lady in 
the Japanese booth, or tea garden, attracts 
universal attention by the make-up of her 
face in imitation of a Japanese woman. 
H er own eyebrowB are painted out, and 
new ones of different shape are painted 
higher up, while her eyes seem eloD gated 
and her mouth is crimsoued into proper 
form. 
Her robes, even to the sleeves and 
the sash in the back, are a faithful study, 
while her hair is a marvel of stiffness. 
To 
be waited on to tea and sponge cake by 
this enchanting creature is one of the 
privileges of the Carnival. 
I hope I may 
be pardoned a description of tho dreeB of 
one of 
THE OLD FOLKS, 
Who seems utterly unconscious of her 
mirth-provoking appearance, though she 
probably means to cut just the figure she 
does. 
She wears a wide-brimmed, yellow 
straw hat, trimmed in bright flowers, and 
a “ bridle” falling over tho brim in front. 
Her epotted-lawn dress is low-necked, with 
short puffed sleeves, and is gathered at the 
waist. 
The skirt is full, with three tucks 
run in at the hotton, and reaches midway 
between the ankle and the knee. From be­ 
neath this issues an old-fashioned pair of 
“ panties ” trimmed with three tucks and 
an edging, and these reach clear to the 
shoe-top. 
She is one of the sights of the 
carnival as she stands in the chorus heating 
time earnestly with her extended fore­ 
finger to the tune of “ Strike the loud cym­ 
bal.'’ The children in the Kate Greenaway 
booth are from the Infant Shelter, and cre­ 
ate a good deal of amusement, dressed in 
imitation of the pictures in “ Under the 
W indow.” 
The youngest of the flock, a 
sturdy little fellow about 3 years old, 
marches along in sublime unconeern, evi- 
deutly caring for nothing beside the rubber 
balloon that he flies.

up as a Chinaman, drew a deep breath 
of relief as he left hi i partner in the pro­ 
cession, a damsel

into Chinese. 
“ W ell,” said he, “ I ’m going to hitch on 
to a Melican gal now ;” aud I saw him 
presently, deep in happiness, promenading 
the gallery with an American girl on each 
side of him.

T h e progress of m any diseases in th e 
horse is exceedingly rapid, ow ing to th e 
a c tiv ity of his v ital pow ers and g reat v as­ 
c u lar developm ent, predisposing to d e te ri­ 
o ratio n of blood and activ e inflam m ation, 
and hence a know ledge of th e in cip ien t 
stages is a m a tte r of p aram o u n t necessity. 
In a general w ay, th is is o b tain ed by ob 
serving th e difference betw een th e signs of 
disease and th e usual h ea lth y appearance 
of horses, o r it m ay be from a p articu lar 
know ledge of th e sta n d a rd of h ealth in 
a n y in d iv id u al case. 
T h e digestive organs freq u e n tly give th e 
e arliest notice of approachiog disorder. 
W h en th ere is a p artial loss of ap p etite, 
d u lln ess and d isin clin atio n to w ork, th e 
m outh h o t and d ry , and perhaps th e legs 
and ears colder th a n usual, these sym ptom s 
req u ire im m ed iate atte n tio n , indicating, as 
th e y p lainly do, th e approach of fever or 
inflam m ation. 
T h e condition of th e skiD and h air w ill 
also afford a tru e indication of th e sta te of 
th e h e a lth in a general w ay. 
“ T he horse 
is u n h e a lth y in his c o at,” is a very com ­ 
m on expression, and th is sign should never 
be n eglected. 
T h e h air of a h ealth y horse 
is sm ooth and sleek, an d th e sk in soft and 
expansive. 
T h is is indicated by th e touch, 
as in cattle. W h en th e system is deraD ged, 
th e sk in loses its pliancy, its surface be­ 
com es hard aud d ry , and th e h air, to use 
an o th er com m on expression, “ sta res on 
e n d ,” an d ia rough and 
ru sty . 
T hese 
sym ptom s accom pany alm ost every co n sti­ 
tu tio n a l disease, especially disorders of th e 
digestive organs. 
T he sy m p a th y ex istin g 
betw een th e sk in and alim en tary canal is 
v ery considerable, and i t follow s alm ost in 
ev ery case, th a t w hen e ith e r of th ese be­ 
com e affected, th e o th e r tak es on sy m p a­ 
th e tic d erangem ent. 
T he excretions from th e bow els also fu r­ 
nish early signs of approaching disease. 
T he q u a lity of th e excretions 
supplies 
sym ptom s, in regard to th e color and con­ 
sistence, w hich often lead to a know ledge 
of th e n a tu re of th e d iso rd er in th e alim en ­ 
ta ry canal, o r in th e system . 
W h en th e 
ev acuations consist of u n d ig ested food, aud 
p articu larly if coated w ith m ucus, i t is a 
certain sign of d istu rb a n c e in th e d ig estiv e 
organs. 
H a rd , d a rk colored dun g , e v a c u ­ 
ated in sm all q u an tities, is also a sign of 
d isordered digestion, arising from defective 
secretions. 
W h en th e d u n g is excessive in 
q u a n tity or liq u id ity , it co n stitu te s d ia r­ 
rhoea ; aud th e opposite co n d itio n , th a t is, 
costiveness, is also an im p o rta n t sym p to m 
in m any diseases, in d icatin g d efectiv e se ­ 
cretio n of bile. 
T he u rin a ry organs 
lik ew ise fu rn ish 
sym ptom s of im portance, n o t only of d is­ 
ease of th e p a rts connected w ith it, b u t 
w ith disorders, b tiu g th e chief em u n cto ry 
th ro u g h w hich effete or offending m a tte rs 
arc discharged from th e blood. 
T he urine 
voided a fter tb e process of digestion is 
com pleted in a h c a lty horse has a pale 
am ber color, possessing a p u n g en t odor ; 
w hilst th a t voided eoou a fte r d rin k in g a 
i|u a n tity of w a te r is lim pid an d colorless. 
Iu cases of inflam m ation of th e kidneys, 
th e urine is sp arin g ly discharged, hig h col­ 
ored, and having tb e elem en ts of blood 
m ixed w ith it. W h en th e q u a n tity of urine 
is sm all, i t is u su a lly high colored, aud 
th is tin t characterizes an 
inflam m atory 
sta te of th e system . 
In d iab etes, o r p ro ­ 
fuse staling, th e u rin e is n early colorless 
and odorless, an d d isch arg ed in im m ense 
q u an tities. 
In d isordered actio n of th e 
digestive organs, th e u rin e h as freq u e n tly 
a tu rb id appearance a n d som etim es sedi­ 
m en tary .

WHAT HERBERT SPENCER THIBKS OF 
AMERICA. 


A B an d it's Ju b ile e H in d e re d .— Yaver 
Aga, the em inent Albanian brigand chief, 
is just now a m uch-to-be-pitied man. He 
commenced bnsiceee early in the year 185S, 
ever since which tim e he has been actively 
and profitably engaged in the pursuit of 
his avocations, extending his connections 
steadily until all the banditti of the pro­ 
vince came to be in his employ and under 
his suprem e command. H aving amassed a 
handsome fortun ), his sole rem aining am ­ 
bition was to com plete the tw enty-fifth 
year of his public c a re e r in h a rn e ss, so to 
speak, and then, after c e le b ra tin g his 
jubilee festivity, to retire into private life, 
c a rry in g w ith him the respect and esteem 
of hiB su rv iv in g clients. Now, b et for the 
inconsiderately p re c ip ita te action of the 
T urkish authorities at Janina, the w orthy 
Aga’s wholesome am bitioD would doubtless 
have been realized a very few m onths 
hence. U nhappily for his hopes, a m ili­ 
tary expedition was sent ont against him 
the other day, w hich succeeded, after a 
severe engagement w ith Y aver’s principal 
band, in capturing him as wel! as the m an­ 
agers and cashiers of bis ceveral branch 
establishm ents, who were in attendance 
upon him w ith tbeir annual reports of 
profit and losses at the tim e when his re­ 
treat was surrounded and storm ed by the 
Ottom an soldiery. 
As Y aver Aga has 
been forwarded to Stam bonl in chains, 
there to be dealt w ith according to the 
rights of the law, it m ay be considered 
improbable th at be will celebrate his 
jubilee as a free and independent bandit 
next spring. Let those who will drop a 
tear over the frustrated aspirations of one 
whose predatory perseverance has been so 
ill-rewarded by destiny.—[London T ele­

Our Great Katerlal Progress—Some Bitter 
Truths for American Cl liens— 
Paper Constitutions. 


[From tbe New York Times, October 20th. i 
Hearing that Herbert Spencer had re­ 
turned to New York in a somewhat im­ 
proved condition of health, an intimate 
American friend obtained his consent to be 
questioned regarding his impressions of 
this country, to the following effect: 
“ Has what yon have seen answered your 
expectations?” 
“ It has far exceeded them . Such books 
about Am erica as I bad looked into had 
given me no adequate idea of tbe immense 
developm ents of m aterial civilization which I 
h t ve everyw here found. The extent, w ealth 
and magnificence of your cities, and espe­ 
cially the splendor of New York, have 
altogether astonished me. Though I have 
not visited the wonder of the W est, Chi­ 
cago, yet some of your m inor modern 
places, such as Cleveland, have sufficiently 
amazed me by the marvelous results of ODe 
generation's activity. Occasionally, when 
I have been in places of some 10,000 inhab­ 
itants, where the telephone is in general 
use, I have felt som ewhat asham ed of our 
own unenterprising towns, m any of which 
of 50,000 inhabitants and more make no 
use of it.” 
_ 
_ 
“ I suppose you recognize iu these results 
the great benefit of free institutions ? ” 
“ Ah, now comes one of the inconve­ 
niences of interview ing. I have been in 
the country lees than two m onths, have 
Been but a relatively sm all part of it, and 
but com paratively few people, and yet you 
wish from me a definite opinion on a diffi­ 
cult question.” 
“ Perhaps you w ill answer, subject to 
the qualification th at you aro but giving 
your first impressions ? ” 
*’ W ell, w ith th at understanding I may 
reply that, though free institutions have 
been partly the cause, I think they have 
not been the chief cause. In the first 
place, the Am erican people have come into 
possession of an unparalleled fortune—the 
m ineral w ealth and the vast tracts of virgin 
soil producing abundantly w ith sm all cost 
of culture. M anifestly th at alone goes a 
long way tow ard producing this enormous 
prosperity. Then they have profited by 
inheriting all the arts, appliances, methods 
developed by older societies, while leaving 
behind the obstructions existing in them . 
They have been able to pick and choose 
from the products of all past experience, 
appropriating the good anil injecting the 
bad. Then, besides these favors of fortune, 
there are factors proper to them selves. 1 
petceive in American faces generally a 
great am ount'uf determ ination—a kind of 
‘ do or die ’ expression ; and this trait ol 
character, joined w ith a power of work 
exceeding th at of any other people, of 
course produces an unparalleled rapidity 
of progreso. Occe more, there is the in­ 
ventiveness which, stim ulated by the need 
for economizing labor, has been so wisely 
fostered. Among us in England there 
are m any foolish people who, while 
tbir king th at a man who toils with his 
hands iias an equitable claim to the product, 
end if he ha3 special skill m ay rightly have 
the advantage of it, also hold th at if a 
n an toils with his braiu, perhaps for years, 
and, uniting genins w ith perseverance, 
evolves some valuable invention, the p u l. 
lie may rightly claim the benefit. The 
Americans líave been more far-seeing. The 
enormous museum of patents which I saw 
at W ashington is significant of the atten ­ 
tion paid to inventors’ claims, and the na­ 
tion profits immensely from having in this 
direction (though not in all others) recog­ 
nized property in m ental products. Beyond 
question, m respect of m echanical appli­ 
ances, tbe Am ericans are ahead of all na­ 
tions. If along w ith your m aterial prog­ 
ress there w ent equal progress of a higher 
kind, there would remain nothing to be 
w ished.” 
“ T hat is an ambiguous qualification. 
W hat do you mean by it? ” 
“ You w ill understand when I tell you 
w hat I was thinking of the other day. 
A fter pondering over w hat I have seen of 
yonr vast m anufacturing and trading es­ 
tablishm ents, the rush of traffic in your 
street cars and elevated railways, your gi­ 
gantic hotels and Fifth avenue palaces, I 
was suddenly rem inded of the Italian re­ 
publics of the M iddle Ages, and recalled 
the fact that while there was growing up 
in them great cammercial activity, a de­ 
velopm ent of the arts which made them 
the eLvy of Europe, and a building of 
princely mansions which continue to be the 
adm ira icn of travelers, their people were 
gradually losing their freedom .” 
“ Do you mean this as a suggestion th at 
we are doing the like ?" 
“ It seems to me th at you are. You re­ 
tains the forms of freedom, but, so far as I 
can gather, there has becD a considerable 
loss of the substance. I t is true that those 
who rule you do not do it by means of re­ 
tainers arm ed w ith swords ; but they do it 
through regim ents of men arm ed w ith vot­ 
ing-papers, who obey the word of com­ 
mand as loyally as did the dependents of 
the feudal nobles, and who tnus enable 
their leaders to override the general will 
and make the com m unity subm it to their 
exactions is effectually as the prototypes 
of old. It is doubtless true th at each of 
your citizens votes for the candidates he 
cr.osea for this or th at office from President 
downward, but his hand is guided by a 
power behind, which leaves him scarcely 
any choice. ‘ Use your political power as 
we tell yon, or else throw it aw ay,’ is the 
alternative offtred to the citizens. The 
politicai machinery as it is now worked has 
little resem blance to th at contem plated at 
the outset of your political life. M ani­ 
festly those who fram ed your Constitution 
never dream ed th at 20,000 citizens would 
go to the polls led by a ‘ boss. ’ America 
exemplifies, at tbe other end of the social 
scale, a change analogous to th at which has 
taken place under sundry despotisms. You 
know th at in Japan, before the recent rev. 
olution, the divino ruler, the M ikado, nom ­ 
inally supreme, wae practically a puppet in 
the hands of his chief M inister, the Sho­ 
gun. H ere it seems to me th at the ‘ sov­ 
ereign people ’ is fast becoming a puppet 
which moves and speaks as wire-pullers 
determ ine.” 
“ Then you think th a t republican insti­ 
tutions are a failure ?” 
“ By no m eans! lim p ly no such con­ 
clusion. 
T hirty years ago, when often 
discussing politics w ith an English friend, 
and defending republican institutions, as I 
always have done and do s till; and when 
he urged agaiust me the ill-w orking of 
such institutions over here, I habitually 
replied th at the Am ericans got their form 
of governm ent by a happy accident, not by 
norm al progress, and th at they would have 
to go hack before they coaid go forward. 
W hat has since happened seems to me to 
have justified th at view, and w hat I see 
now confirms me in it. America is show­ 
ing on a larger scale than ever before that 
‘ paper constitutions ’ will not work as they 
are intended to work. The truth , first recog­ 
nized by M ackintosh, that ‘constitutions 
are not made, but grow ,’ which is part of 
the larger truth that societies throughout 
their whole organizations are not made, bat 
grow at once when accepted, disposes of 
tk« notion that you can work, as you hope, 
any artificially devised sjstem of govern­ 
m ent. It becomes an inference th at if your 
political structure has been m anufactured, 
and not grown, it will forthw ith begin to 
grow into som ething different from th at in­ 
tended—som ething in harm ony w ith the 
natures of citizens and the conditions under 
which the society exists. A nd it evidently 
ha9 been bo w ith you. W ithin the forms 
of your C onstitution there has grown up 
this organization of professional politicians, 
altogether uncontem plated at the outset, 
which has become in a large measure the 
ruling pow er.” 
“ B ut will Dot education and the diffu­ 
sion of political knowledge fit m en for free 
institutions ?" 
“ No. It is essentially a question of 
character, and only in a secondary degree 
a question of knowledge. But for the uni­ 
versal delusion about education as a pana­ 
cea for political evils, this would have been 
made sufficiently clear by the evidence 
daily disclosed in ycur papers. Are not 
the men who officer and control yonr Fed­ 
eral, State and municipal organizations— 
who manipulate your caucuses and conven­ 
tions and run your partisan campaigns—all 
educated men ? And haa their education 
prevented them from engaging in, or per­ 
mitting, or condoning the briberies, lobby­ 
ings and other corrupt methods which viti­ 
ate the actions of your administrations ? 
Perhaps party newspapers exaggerate these 


th in g s; bnt w hat am I to m ake of the tes­ 
tim ony of your civil service reformen— 
men of all psrtiea? If I understand the 
m atter aright, they are attacking, as vi­ 
cious and asDgerous, a system which has 
grown np under the natural spontaneous 
w orking of your free institutions—are ex­ 
posing vices w hich education has proved 
powerless to prevent.” 
“ Of course, am bitious and unscrupulous 
men will secure the offices, and education 
will aid them in their selfish purposes ; but 
would not those purposes be thw arted, and 
better governm ent secured, by raising tbe 
standard of knowledge among the DeoDle 
at large ?" 
‘ V ery little. The current theory is th at 
if the young are tanght w hat is right, and 
the reasons w hy it is right, they will do 
w hat is right when they grow up. But, 
considering w hat religious teachers have 
been doing these 2,000 years, it seems to 
me th at all history is against the conclu­ 
sion, as much as is the conduct of these 
well educated citizens I have referred to ; 
and I do not see w hy you expect better re­ 
sults among the masses. Personal inter­ 
ests will sway the men in the ranks 
as they sway the men above them , 
and the 
education 
which 
fails 
to 
make the last consult public good rather 
than private good will fail to m ake the first 
do it. The benefits of political purity arc 
so general aDd remote, and the profit to 
each individual so inconspicuous, th at the 
common citizen, educate him as you like, 
will habitually occupy himself w ith his 
personal affairs, and bold it not w orth his 
while to fight agaiust each abuse as scon 
as it appears. N ot lack of inform ation, 
bnt lack of certain moral sentim ents, is the 
root of the evil.” 
“ You mean th at people have not a suffi­ 
cient sense of public duty ?” 
“ W ell, th at is one way of putting i t ; 
bat there is a more specific way. Probably 
it will surprise you if I say that the Am eri­ 
can has not, I think, a sufficiently quick 
sense of his own claims, and, at the same 
tim e, ae a necessary consequence, not a 
sufficiently quick sense of the claims of 
others—for the tw o tiaits are originally re­ 
lated. I observe th at you tolerate various 
small interferences and dictations which 
Englishm enare prone to resiat. I am told that 
the English are rem arked on for their ten­ 
dency to grum ble in such cases ; and I have 
no donbt that it is true." 
“ Do you tbiDk it w orth while for people 
to m ake them selves disagreeable by resent­ 
ing every trifling aggression ? W e A m er­ 
icans think it involves too m uch loss of 
tim e and tem per and doesn’t pay.” 
“ Exactly. T hat is w hat I m ean by 
character. It is this easy-going readiness 
to perm it sm all trespasses, because it would 
be troublesom e or profitless or unpopular to 
oppose, which leads to the babit of ac­ 
quiescence in wrong aud the decay of free 
institutions. 
Free institutions can be 
m aiutaiued only by citizens, each of whom 
is instant to oppose every illegitim ate act, 
every assum ption of suprem acy, every of­ 
ficial excess of power, however trivial it 
may seem. As H am let says, there is such 
a thing as ‘greatly to find quarrel in a 
straw ’ w hen the straw implies a principle. 
If, as you say of the American, he paus.B 
to consider w hether he can afford the tim e 
aud trouble— ‘ w hether it will pay ’—cor. 
ruption is sure to creep in. A ll these 
lapses from higher to lower forms begin in 
trilling ways, and it is only by incessant 
w atchfulness th at they can bs prevented. 
As one of your early statesm en said : ‘ The 
price of liberty is eternal vigilance.’ But 
it is far less against foreign aggressions 
upon national liberty th at this vigi- 
lauce is required than against the in- 
sidiou8 grow th of domestic interference 
w ith personal liberty. In some private 
adm inistrations 
which 
I 
have 
been 
concerned w ith, I have often insisted, much 
to the disgust of officials, th at instead of 
assuming, as people usually do, th at things 
are going right until it is proved that they 
are going wroDg, the proper course is to 
assume that they are going wrong until it 
is proved th at they are going right. You 
will find, continually, th at private corpora­ 
tions, such as joint-stock banking compa­ 
nies, come to grief from not acting upon this 
principle. A nd w hat holds of these small 
and simple private adm inistrations, holds 
still more of the great and complex public 
adm inistrations. People are taugnt, and, 
I suppose, believe, th at ‘ the heart of man 
is deceitful above all things and desperately 
wicked ;’ and yet, strangely enough, be­ 
lieving i this, they place im plicit tru st in 
those tney appoint to this or that function. 
I do not think so ill of human nature ; but, 
on the other hand, I do not think so much 
of hum an nature as to believe it will do 
w ithout being w atched.” 
“ You hinted th at while Americans do 
cot assert their own individualities suffi 
ciently in sm all m atters, they, reciprocally, 
do not sufficiently respect the individuality 
of otl ers.” 
“ Did I? H ere, then, come9 another of 
the inconveniences of interview ing. 
I 
should have kept this opinion to myself if 
you had asked me no questions, and now I 
m ust either say w hat i do not think,w hich 
I cannot, or I m ust refuse to answer, 
which, perhaps, will be taken to mean 
more than I intend, or I m ust specify at 
the risk of giving offense. As the least 
evil I suppose I m ust do the last. The 
trait I riliT to comes out in various ways, 
tm all and g n at. It is shown by the disre­ 
spectful m anner in which individuals are 
dealt with in your j lurnals— the placarding 
of public men iu sensational headings, the 
dragging of private people and their affairs 
into print. There seems to be a notion 
th at the public have a right to intrude on 
private life as far as they like ; and this I 
take to be a kind of m oral trespassing. It 
is true th at during the last few years we 
have been discredited in London by certain 
w eekly papers w hich do the like (except 
in the typographical display) ; but in onr 
daily press, m etropolitan and provincial, 
there is nothing of the kind. Tnen, in a 
large way, the trait is seen in this dam ag­ 
ing of private property by your elevated 
railways w ithout m aking compensation ; 
and it is again seen in the doings of rail­ 
way governm ents, not only when over­ 
riding the rights of shareholders, but in 
dom inating over C ourts of justice and 
State Governm ents. The fact is th at free 
institutions can be properly w orked only 
by men each of whom is jealous of bis ow n 
rights, and also sym pathetically jealous of 
the rights of others— will neither him self 
aggress on his neighbors in smali things or 
great, nor tolerate sggression on them by 
others. The republican form of govern­ 
m ent is the highest form of governm ent, 
but because of this it requires the highest 
type of human nature—a type nowhere at 
present existing. W e have not grown up 
to it, nor have you.” , 
“ B ut we thought, M r. Spencer, you 
were in favor of free governm ent in the 
senee of relaxed restraints, and letting men 
and things very m uch alone— or w hat is 
called lai**rz jaire !” 
“ T hat is a persistent m isunderstanding 
of my opponents. Every where, along with 
the reprobation of governm ent intrusion 
into various spheres where private activi­ 
ties should be loft to themselves, I have 
contended th at in its special sphere, the 
m aintenance of equitable relations amoDg 
citiz-ms, governm ental action should be ex­ 
tended and elaborated.” 
“ To return to your various criticism s, 
m ust I then understand th at you think un­ 
favorably of our future ?” 
“ No one can form anything more than 
vague and general conclusions respecting 
your future. The factors are too num er­ 
ous, too vast, too far beyond measure iu 
their quantities and intensities. 
The 
world has never before seen social phenom 
ena at all comparable w ith those presented 
in the U nited States. A society spreading 
over enormous tracts while still preserving 
its political continuity, is a new thing. 
This progressive incorporation of vast 
bodies of im m igrants of various bloods has 
never occurred on such a scale before. 
Large empires, composed of different peo­ 
ples, have, in previous cases, been formed 
by conquest and annexation. 
Then your 
immense plexus of railw ay and telegraphs 
tends to consolidate this vast aggregate of 
States in a way that no snch aggregate has 
ever before been consolidated. 'A nd there 
are m any minor co-operating causes un­ 
like those hitherto known. 
No one can 
say how it is all going to work out. T hat 
there will come hereafter troubles of various 
kinds, and very grave ones, seems highly 
probable; b at all nations have had, and 
will have, their troubles. A lready you 
have trium phed over one great trouble, 
and m ay reasonably hope to triumph over 
others. 
It may, I think, be reasonably 
held that, both because of it* size and 
the heterogeneity of its componente, the 
Am erican nation will be a long tim e in 
evolving its ultim ate form, but th at it* 
ultimate form will be high. One great 
result is, I think, tolerably clear.* From 
biological truths it is to be inferred that 


the eventual mixture of the allied varie­ 
ties of the Ayyan race forming the popu­ 
lation will produce a more powerful type 
of man than has hitherto existed, and a 
type of man more plastic, more adaptable, 
and more capable of undergoing the modi­ 
fications needfnl for complete socisl life. 
I thmk that whatever difficulties they 
may have tt> surmount, and whatever 
tribulations they may have to pass tkrongh, 
the Americans may reasonably look for­ 
ward to a time when they will have pro­ 
duced a civilization grander than the world 
haa known." 
GENERAL MOTES. 
The new museum of the Iowa State Col­ 
lege at Grinnell, which will more than re 
place the old one destroyed by the recent 
tornado, will appropriately contain a ter- 
nado eection, containing a multitude of 
curious relics of the late disaster. 
At the fifth general assembly of the Ger­ 
man Aichitects and Engineers’ Union, 
recently held at Hanover, a resolution was 
unanimously passed reoommendiug to the 
German people as a sacred obligation the 
preservation and partial restoration of 
Heidelberg Castle. 
The Swedish G overnm ent has decided 
th at from the beginning of next year no in­ 
dividual shall be employed od railw ays or 
on board ship in th at country till his sight 
has previously been tested as to color­ 
blindness, by a m ethod devised by Prof. 
Holm gren, of Upsala. 
A D etroit dealer is responsible for the 
statem ent th at an oyster taken w ithout 
m utilation from the shell will live for a 
week or ten days. The same authority 
states th at an oyster to be fit to eat ranst 
be alive when eateD. Think on these things 
when next you call for “ a half dozen on the 
shell raw .” 
M rs. Garfield, who has been spending 
the sum m er m onths at her farm in M entor, 
is m aking preparations to spend the coming 
w inter in Cleveland. Jam es and H arry 
have returned to W illiam s College, and 
Miss Mollie and the younger children will 
return to the tuition under which they 
were last year. 
E. D. Sturtevant, a florist of Borden- 
town, N. J ., has accomplished a feat hith­ 
erto unknow n in the annals of floriculture 
in this . jan try , that of growing to perfec- 
iion in the open air a plant of the famous 
Victoria regia, the giant w ater lily of South 
America. The plant now has leaves six 
feet in diam eter, and is in bloom. 
It is said th at the disastrous resalta of 
the attacks of phylloxera in France, and 
the inefficiency of all processes hitherto 
employed to com bat this pest, have caused 
serious anxiety to the Governm ent for the 
safety of the Spanish vines. The council 
of m inisters is seriously considering how 
best to apply rigorously to all points affected 
in Spain the powers given by the phyl­ 
loxera law to uproot and burn vines 
w herever the disease shows itself. 
The veteran actor, Jame9 E M urdoch, 
recently gave a reading to the fishermen at 
Lanesville, Mas». He erected a hut and 
pavilion at his own expense, and then in 
vited about live hundred senbrow ned old 
salts from Gloucester and Lanesville to 
hear “ Encch A rden ” read. The occasion 
is Baid by those who were present to havb 
been a m ost rem arkable and interesting 
ooe, the audience beiDg the m ost attentive 
and sym pathetic, probably, th at ever heard 
Tennyson’s poem read. 
There is trouble in the Damala family, 
of which Sarah Biruhardt is the head, 
caused by a suit w hich is to be brought 
against M. Damala hy a pretty opera boutfe 
prim a donna nam ed M ’lle. M inelli. She 
claims th at she furnished Damala w ith 
m oney, paid his bills, including those of a 
professor of acting, for giving him lessons, 
and, iu fact, placed her purse entirely at 
his disposal. In return, M. Damala vowed 
eternal constancy and a speedy marriage. 
B ut he wedded Sarah. Hence the lawsuit. 
M any old Continental tow ns still sup­ 
port, at longer intervals and in less gran­ 
deur than of old, the industrial pageants 
of the ancient guilds. The only tow n in 
England w heie such a sight m ay now be 
seen is Preston, in South Lancashire, and 
it can be seen there only once in tw enty 
years. A fortnight ago Preston was given 
up to th at periodical display, and one of 
the m ost noticeable and suggestive features 
of the show waa a hand-loom w orked in 
the proceesion by an old lady who was en­ 
gaged iu the same work sixty years ago. 
Speaking broadly, says the Saturday lie- 
vietr, there are three classes of inhabitants 
at a hotel ; the lowest, those who dine at 
the long table of the table-d’hotc, say at 
fi o’clock ; the m iddle, those who dine at 
the same hour, but at a little separate table 
in the window, pay a franc a head extra, 
and have all the dishes handed to them 
la st; the highest, those who dine two hours 
later on the half-cold remains of the C 
o’clock dinner, at three francs a head extra, 
it is characteristic of our new democracy 
that rank vanes inversely w ith the good­ 
ness of the dinner. 
A rchbishop W ood, of

of the range is enjoyed, especially of t ‘ e 
M aladatta. This m ountain, the highest of 
the range, is always spoken of by the guides 
w ith a respect and enthusiasm alm ost 
am ounting to adoration. It is their idol, 
and they tell w ith delight of the num ber 
of hum an lives th at have been sacrificed 
to it, either from zaal in chamois hu nt­ 
ing or sum m it scaling. 
The Malp.detta 
is the mo9t difficult and dangerous of 
all the m ountains. 
The ascent of the 
E aticade is com paratively easy, tiiough 
it íb a long day’s work, im plying a 
start w ith the sun. Possible bear-hunting 
is reckoned as one of the attractions of 
Luchon, and every now and then an alarm 
is raised th at a bear has been seen in the 
neighborhood, and a hunt is organized with 
a great show of enthusiasm . All the idle 
Frenchm en whose passion for “ la chasse ” 
has hitherto found vent only in popping at 
singing birds, join the cavalcade, got up in 
i leal hunting costumes, and fired w ith the 
desire of engaging single-hsnded w ith so 
formidable a foe. Off they start in the 
highest Bpirits am id a deafening din of 
cracking of whips and hallooing at the top 
of their voices, into the m ountains ; but, 
though they return crestfallen tow ard 
nightfall w ithout even having sighted their 
prey, they are always ready to set off again 
on the same fool’s errand w hen this 
phantom bear makes his reappearance. 
Every guide has, of course, slain several 
hears w ith his own hand, as a sort of quali­ 
fication for his office, at least so he tells 
the credulous ; but the tru th is that the 
bears, like the other wild animals, have al­ 
m ost disappeared, at any rate from tbe 
French side of the m ountains. The great 
Pyrenean dogs are considered guards suffi­ 
cient for the cattle even in the wildest 
pastures, and like the dogs of the Cam- 
pagna, whose m asters boa9t th at they 
“ mangiano tu tte cristiano,” m ake the 
m ountains rather dangerous walking. A 
noted Pyrenean climber, who has walked 
pretty well every accessible yard of 
the 
m ountains, 
had 
tw o 
of 
these 
dogs that he had trained to do the duty 
of eum pter m ales in carrying his baggage 
straDped on their backs as they trotted 
along beside him. However, it is impossi­ 
ble, even if they are taken as puppies, to 
m ake them amenable to restraints of polite 
society, judging from the reports of their 
conduct when imported as petB into E n­ 
gland. One lady found th at her Pyrenean 
pet, though devoted to herself, had such 
an invincible dislike to all her visitors, and 
by his rough way of showing it got her 
into so much trouhle, that, much agaiust 
her will, the had to send him back to his 
native country. There he led a life of 
leisure in a farm house, while, like pnss in 
boots, he waa never expected to do any 
work bat fcr h it own amusement, as a 
handsome board was regularly paid for 
him.—[The Saturday Review.
